MUSIC WAS BLARING FROM LOUDSPEAK- 
ers as the huge crowd pushed at the steel 
gates of the Philsports Arena to take part in 
the anniversary celebration of "Wowowee." 

From accounts, what happened was 
bizarrely simple: In the mad rush to gain 
entry to the arena—and thereby get a 
crack at the prizes up for grabs—people 
who had been waiting for days, pushed re- 
lentlessly until the gates gave way and the 
people in front were trampled to death. 

“1 was shouting, Help us, help us! The 
music was so loud. How could they hear 
us?" said Nenita Cabasan, 44, of SSS Vil- 
lage, Marikina City. 

Cabasan said the loudspeakers kept on 
blasting away, so that the guards and other 
people in the crowd did not hear the cries of 
the injured, or just did not pay attention. 

^] was lucky 1 survived,” said Cabasan, 
who was among the many camped outside 
the arena since Wednesday. (See first ac- 
counts on Page A4.) 

She said the crowd rushed in when the 
guards opened the gates a bit to distribute 
tickets.

E through a road near a Marine de- 
tachment, which is about 200 me- 
ters away from their house. 

She described the neighbor- 
hood in Barangay Liang, where 


the shooting occurred, as a close- 
knit community whose members 
lived in shanties in the middle of 
military checkpoints and a major 
Marine headquarters. 

“One of them was in military uni- 
form. There were about four others 
who waited standing at the area be- 
side the comer of our house, 1 
wasn't able to see their faces be- 
cause it was dark,” Fontanilla said. 

‘The one in military uniform, 
she said, asked his father if there 
were Christians in the village. "Af- 
ter they asked that question, they 
left,” Jennifer said. 

She said the shooting started 
about 30 minutes later and that 
stray bullets pierced their hut. 

Fernando Etrata Jr, a former 
soldier who lives in the neighbor- 
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hood, said dogs were restive 
shortly before the massacre. “It 
was a sign that strangers were in 
the vicinity,” he said, 

He added that when he heard 
‘bursts of gunfire he peeped into small 
holes in his door “I saw many armed. 
men, more than 20. Some were in 
short pants, others were in denim 
pants. They kepton shooting.” 

Btrata said the shooting lasted 
for about seven minutes, 

Etrata said he overheard one of 
the suspects speaking in Tausug. 
“Let's leave. They're all dead,” he 
recalled the suspect as saying. 

Backing up Fontanill’s claim, 
Errata said the armed men fled to- 
ward sitio Buslak, about 150 meters 
away from a Marine detachment, 

Col. Juancho Saban, comman- 


der of the 3rd Marine brigade, ad- 
mitted to the INgumR that Marines 
failed to respond during the actual 
attack because they were ordered to 
take a defensive postion, 

“We cannot immediately get out 
of the camp, as standard procedure 
requires that we don't proceed if we 
don’t get the nature of the gunfire, 
With that volume of fire, we had to 
be more cautious, he said. 

He said the Abu Sayyaf wanted 
to humiliate the Marines by attack- 
ing the village, which was practical- 
ly partof the military camp. 

“They planned this desperate 
attack because of our recent súc- 
cessful operations against them. 
The Abu Sayyaf Group has suf- 
fered major setbacks in recent 
months. That's why they are creat- 


ing chaos, taunting the Marines, 
trying to humiliate us," he said, 

Sabban said the first soldiers 
arrived in the area aboutl5 min- 
utes later and that some Marines 
went after the bandits but failed 
to catch up with them. 

Sulu Rep. Hussin Amin said he was 
informed by residents that three per- 
sons riding on motorcydes deared the 
massacre site of empty shel 

“I was informed they were 
Marines. We want explanations 
why they cleared the place when 
that should have been the job of 
the police,” Amin said. 

Sabban said he doubted the 
truth of the report because 
Marines were told not to touch 
anything. "Because it's not our 
job, its a police matter," he said.

(1 
did not see this coming. If 1 had 
known, I would not have ac- 
companied my mother here),” 
Herrera said in tears, as he 
watched over his mother's life- 
less body. 

Earlier, the two had shared a 
breakfast of hot noodles and 
bread—their last together—with- 
out an inkling of the tragedy that 
was to come. 

Like thousands of hopeful 
others, the Herreras of Mal- 
ibay, Pasay had camped out- 
side the stadium since 
Wednesday, hoping to attend 
the live broadcast of 
“Wowowee,” a popular game 
sitow on ABS-CBN. 

“Mlt was a first come, first served 
basis. We wanted to enter the 
gates first so we could have that 
ticket,” Herrera said, adding that 
they had brought food and 
clothes to last them until the 
show proper. 

His mother was looking for- 
ward to meeting the show's host 
Willie Revillame, in person, he 
said. 


Take home some cash 

“She really wanted to play the 
"Pera о Bayong, hoping to take 
home some cash," Herrera told 
the Inquinen yesterday. 

Herrera had lost his mother’s 
grip when the crowd started to 
squeeze through the gate's small 
opening. They were still a few 
fegt away from the entrance 
when the crowd pushed them to 
th ground. 

iF the guards had opened the 
gdfes, none of this would have 
happened,” he said. 

His mother, who swept the 
streets of Pasay City fora living, 
had earlier seen the show's 
commercial on television, 
promising loads of cash and gift 
prizes. 

"She said we should go and try 
our luck. We might be able to take 
home something," said Herrera, 
who drives a sidecar to help his 
mother. 


Cell phone unattended 

When Roderick Gozo, 17, 
found out about yesterday's 
stampede, he immediately called 
his mother Catalina, 46, on her 
cell phone. He knew she and 
three other friends had planned 
to goto the stadium. 

“Tinawagan ko siya sa cell 
phone niya pero hindi siya 
sumasagot (I tried to call her on 
her cell phone but she wasn’t an- 
swering),” Gozo said. 

When he arrived at the stadi- 
um, his mother was already dead, 
stripped of her belongings. Gozo 
could not even find his mother's 
bag.

Melvin Salazar 17, and his 
mother, Rosalina, 42, from Da- 
gat-Dagatan, Caloocan also went 
to the stadium with hopes of a 
better life.

INQUIRER. 

His mother, who was suffering 
from high blood pressure, also 
died in the stampede. 

He was holding his mother’s 
hand when they were trampled.

Hawakan ko lang daw ang kamay 
niya (She asked me not to let go. 
She told meto hold her hand ," he 
said. 

He was still holding his moth- 
ers hand when she died, he said. 


Dead sister 

Housewife Esperanza Marasi- 
gan wailed in despair as she 
searched for her missing rela- 
tives. 

“Help us, help us. I think my 
sister is dead,” Marasigan cried. 

"We were hoping to get a 
chance to win money, we never 
thought this would turn out to be 
a nightmare," she said. 

Around her, relatives of some 
of the dead sobbed uncontrol- 
lably or were in hysterics. 

As bodies were brought out of 
the stadium they were placed on 
a litterstrewn street outside and 
covered with plastic bags or 
newspapers. Some had their driv- 
ers license or other ID cards 
placed on their chests for quick 
identification before being taken 
to nearby hospitals.

She said the man also held the 
hands of her daughter and son 
when the crowd went wild.

scheduled yesterday noon, Cata- 
bang said. 

Graboso said they had no 
idea persons, mostly elderly 
women, were dying in front of 
the queue when the crowd got 
wild about 6:45 a.m. 

"They were lifting people 
whom we thought had just col- 
lapsed. But we did not take them 
seriously because some people 
pretended to faint just to get 
ahead of the line,” Graboso 
added. 


Broken bone, broken dream 

Neildrin Catubig, 34, had 
staked out at the stadium for 24 
hours, sustained by the thought. 
that he would be among the first 
100 people allowed to enter 
once the stadium gates were 
opened. 

Now he considers himself even 


luckier to be alive, in spite of a 
broken bone. 

“There was death. It was horri- 
ble,” Catubig narrated in Filipino. 
“The crowd was just too big." 

Catubig said his feet and legs 
were caught under the grill fence 
that the MMDA had put on Edsa 
to control commuters and vehi- 
Чез. 

“My body was numb from the 
waist down,” he narrated. "I 
asked people to go easy but no- 
body heard me.” 

The security guards were not 
much help either. 

“They tried to help but 1 sup- 
pose they also started getting rat- 
tled by the sheer number of the 
people trying to get in,” Catubig 
said. 

“I lay there [pinned to the 
ground) for almost an hour. 1 
asked, ‘Lord, why did this happen 


to us?" he said. 


Our child is dead 

“How will 1 tell my husband 
that our child is dead? How? He $ 
knew! would beat Philsports, but " 
this...” cried Мута Book, 43, her 
right hand resting on the chest of 
her dead child 

Book, a housewife from 
Batasan, Quezon City, and her 
little girl were sitting on the 
pavement near the gate when 
people rushed in and collapsed 
on them. 

Someone—a man—took the 
child away intending to carry her 
to safety, but the child either fell 
or ran back to her mother. 

"Mommy, let us pray to God to. 
save us," Book quoted her child as 
saying while they were pinned 
down. Her child died.

Guards' fault 

Gertrudes Mendoza-

anyway, with some of her chil- 
dren and grandchildren in tow. 
“Tm still wishing to get one mil- 
lion pesos from that game,” she 
said. 

“The sound was really so 
loud. I was shouting, people are 
dying here. But they didnt 
stop," she said. The stampede 
started around 6 a.m. when 
people started to get crushed. 
Grantham said nobody, not even 
the guards did anything for the 
next hour or so. By the time the 
ambulances arrived, it was al- 
ready too late. 

“I was shouting, ‘Help, there 
are dead people here.’ But no 
one paid attention to the dead. 
The dead were stepped on. The 
others pushed on, and the gate 
was half-open. It's the {fault of 
the] guard, that is his biggest 
sin before God,” Grantham: 
said. 


Aerobics classmates 

What was supposed to be a fun 
trip for a group of friends from 
Novaliches, Quezon City turned 
into tragedy. Nine elderly ladies 
who are classmates in aerobics 
went to Ultra early yesterday. 
Two of them were killed in the 
stampede, Edith Villanueva and 
Dionisia Bolano. Both are in their 
early 50s. 

Estrelita Nichana, one of the 
surviving friends, blamed the 
guards for not opening the gates 
in time. 

A total of 64 bodies were yes- 
terday brought to Medical City, 
while 112 others were treated for 
various injuries 

The bodies, which were 
wrapped in white blankets, were 
laid ош on the floor near the en- 
trance to the morgue. 


No relief 

Salvador Gareia, 74, shook as 
he looked among the shrouded 
bodies for his wife Virginia, 67. 

He said he and his wife have 
not eaten anything since they ar- 
rived at Philsports on Friday at 4 
p.m. The elderly couple came 
from Bagong Bayan in Dasmari- 
ñas, Cavite.

“There was very little or no fol- 
low up to institute renewal of pub- 
lic Ше and public service," he said. 

Logdameo devoted much of his 
talk on how the CBCP came up 
with the two pastoral statements 
it issued in the wake of the “Hello 
Garci" election fraud scandal. He 
said that despite the differences 
between the July 10, 2005 and 
Jan. 29, 2006 statements, "both 
were expressions of the bishops’ 
communion and collegiality” 

“їп both, the bishops spoke their 
minds. Like the Twelve Apostles, 
they shared their diversities, dis- 
tinctions and differences, they ar- 
gued their points passionately like 
Peter and Paul; but in the midst of 


statement, titled “Restoring 
‘Trust: A Plea for Moral Values in 
Philippines Politics,” was be- 
lieved to have saved Mrs. Arroyo 
as she faced mounting calls to re- 
sign at the height of the scandal. 


Centerpiece 

The centerpiece of the state- 
ment was: “In a spirit of humility 
and truth, we declare our prayer- 
fully discerned collective decision. 
that we do not demand her resig- 
nation. Yet neither do we encour- 
age her simply to dismiss such a 
call from others.” 

Lagdameo said the second part 
of the declaration “seemed to 
have been forgotten or ignored.” 

The July statement, he ex- 
plained, rejected measures that 
"Were counter-constitutional or 
unconstitutional, such as juntas 
and revolutionary councils be- 
cause of questions like: Will it not 
produce new injustices? How pro- 
tracted will be the interregnum? 
Will it not result into a civil war? 

“Admittedly the July statement 
contained the desideratum for 
restoring moral values, but it did 
not elaborate the ways and means 
of renewing our political life.” 

Last January’s statement came 
about when the bishops, after eval- 
uating the response of the govem- 
ment and sentiments of the people 
since July felt that there was a need 
to elaborate on the “plea for the 
moral values in Philippine Politics." 

Lagdameo recounted that the 
preparations for the statement 
began Jan. 25 with a dialogue

Morato likens CBCP 
to Spanish-era friars

“A PERFECT EXAMPLE OF HISTORY REPEAT- 
ing itself” is how Manuel "Manoling" Morato 
describes the latest pastoral letter issued by 
the Catholic Bishops Conference of the Philip- 
pines. 

Morato, who is director of the Philippine Char- 
ity Sweepstakes and a staunch defender of Presi- 
dent Macapagal-Arroyo said yesterday that the 
bishops leter “brought to mind what the Spanish 
frailes were doing during the time of Jose Rizal.” 

"They not only ran the Church but the gov- 
ernment as well. They intruded in matters of 
the State that fouled up Las Islas Filipinas. 
‘The natives ended up hating them,” Morato 
said in a statement faxed to the INQUIRER, 

"Sadly, the bishops speak on issues they are 
not really competent on. Worse, the same is- 
sues are outside the purview of their calling. 
They may express their opinion, but not in a 
dictating manner,” he said. 

‘Assailing what he described as the CBCP's 
“misplaced priorities," Morato said the bish- 
ops "should first clean their own ranks.” 

“To this day the truth about Bishop (Teodoro) 
Bacani has not been settled as to whether or not 
he indeed molested his secretary (three years 
ago). Is it because he is one of them that the 
CBCP refuses to sertie the issue? And how about 
the other bishop who impregnated a woman and 
bore two children in Antipolo City?" 

Morato said he “won't mind ifthe CBCP would 
speak out on the soon-to-be-released Hollywood 
film “Da Vinci Code,” 
which is а distortion 
on the life of Christ. "If 
indeed the bishops are 
afier the truth, they 
should have been 
among the fist to 
speak out in defense of 
our Lord whose Divine 
Being is maligned in 
Dan Brown's best- 
selling book of the 
same title.”

Show cancelled 

ABS-CBN cancelled the an- 
niversary celebration of one of its 
most-watched TV shows, which 


has sparked a ratings battle with 
other noon shows, particularly 
"Eat Bulaga,” 

About 50,000 people were 
waiting to get inside the stadium 
when the mayhem erupted, Pasig 
Mayor Vicente Eusebio said, ac- 
cording to the Associated Press. 

Casualty reports were conflicting, 

‘The Eastern Police District list- 
ed 79 dead and 328 injured as of 
7:30 pom. But Philippine Red 
Cross chairman Sen. Richard 
Gordon said the official Red Cross 
count was 74 dead, including one 
person who died of injuries last 
night at the Medical Cit 

‘Vice President Noli de Castro al- 
so initially reported 79 killed but 
later said he was told by health de- 
partment authorities there had 
been a double-counting of names. 

ABS-CBN officials told reporters 
their figure was 70 dead but its web- 
site, at 6:25 p.m, reported 79 killed. 

‘The deaths occurred in a fairly 
small area of a passageway lead- 
ing into the football field, sug- 
gesting the victims were trapped 
ina spot where they had nowhere 
else to go. The spot where they 
died bore no bloodstains. 

Guard Juner Empelina recalled 
seeing entire rows of bodies 
falling over and three more layers 
of bodies piling up on top of them. 

Six hours after the stampede, 
some of the injured were still 
checking into hospitals. 

Eusebio said the melee erupted 
as the crowd pushed and surged 
toward the gates, pinning and 
trampling those in front (See re- 
lated story on Page А1).

"The gates were being partially 
opened then shut, said Мута 
Britania, 42, who had spent all 
night in line and was one of the 
injured, “People at the back of the 
line were pushing not knowing 
there were already people dead 
lying on the ground in front."

Half-eaten food 

‘The once-swarming street out- 
side the stadium was strewn with 
slippers and shoes, bags, umbrel- 
las, articles of clothing, and 
half-eaten food. 

Oddly, though, the day's tragedy 


seemed to reveal something 
bizarre in the Filipino psyche: In- 
stead of going home, thousands of 
Wowowee fans who made it to the 
stadium before the stampede de- 
cided to stay put, holding on to 
their tickets and their seats, still 
hoping the show would go on. 

By 1:30 p.m., comic host Revil- 
Jame, reduced to a sobbing, bowed 
figure, climbed the stage and apol- 
ogized to the galleries and those 
watching from their homes. 

“Nobody wanted this to happen. 
Thope you understand that today’s 
show is being cancelled,” he seid in 
Filipino. "Lets pray for those who 
died or were hurt this morning.” 


Noli's appeal 

His show, he said, was for “Fil- 
ipinos who think they have lost 
all hope.” 
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The audience cheered him on, 
some shouting "It's not your fault, 
Willie!” 

From backstage, De Castro, who 
was once ABS-CBN's biggest media 
celebrity, joined Revillame to ap- 
peal for calm and understanding. 

“It's not proper that we contin- 
ue having fun here while there 
are 79 people dead and more 
than 200 others injured in hospi- 
tals right now,” De Castro said. 

De Castro led the crowd in a 
minute of silence for the victims. 


Security lapse? 

“There appears to be a lapse in 
security" Mayor Eusebio told the 
InguIRER, "The management got a 
permit from the City Hall, but they 
should have also coordinated with 
wus for the security measures, espe- 
cially with a crowd this big.”

Embattled Thai 
PM says he’ll 
quit if king asks 


BANGKOK—THAI PRIME MINISTER THAKSIN 
Shinawatra said he would step down if the king 
asked him to, as he sought to defuse claims of 
corruption from rivals who plan to demand his 
resignation ага rally Saturday. 

He accused his leading critic, media mogul 
Sondhi Limthongkul, of seeking his resigna- 
tion as revenge over a business deal gone sour. 

“A majority of the people want me to contin- 
ue working. Only the king can ask me to re- 
sigh. If he whispered to me, ‘Thaksin you can 
quit now; I would prostrate myself at his feet 
and step down immediately." Thaksin said in 
his weekly radio address 

“1 will not surrender otherwise,” he said in 
an impassioned speech. 

‘Thaksin also gave a detailed defense of his 
familys controversial sale of Shin Corp., the 
telecom giant that he founded, seeking to 
soothe a public outery over the $1.9-billion 
deal with Singapore's state-owned investment 
firm Temasek. 

Protesters led by Sondhi want Thaksin to re- 
sign over corruption allegations—most recent- 
ly over the Shin Corp. deal, which avoided a 
30-percent capital gains tax and prompted reg- 
ulators to investigate possible wrongdoing. 

The Shin Corp. controversy has emboldened 
‘Thaksin's critics and rattled his government, 
with the culture minister resigning Friday over 
concern about “ethics in government.” 

Sondhi plans to petition Thailand's revered 
King Bhumibol Adulyadej to step in, in hopes 
that a royal statement could pressure the pre- 
mier to resign or call new elections. 

‘The king has no official power to sack the 
prime minister, but he wields great influence 
over Thai society. 

‘Thaksin accused Sondhi of seeking revenge 
over a failed business venture, in which Sondhi 
had invested heavily in a new television station 
that was blocked by regulatory hurdles. 

“He wanted to get into the television busi- 
ness,” but regulators blocked the deal, Thaksin 
said. “Then he accused me of not protecting 
him, But I have to take responsibility and bal- 
ance my work, which involves every issue that 
affects the entire country.” he added. 

‘The premier also vowed not to mobilize his 
supporters in a counterprotest, saying he

Diplomats said a clear majority on the In- 
ternational Atomic Energy Agencys 35-na- 
tion board favored notifying the council on 
Iran but the EU held up the vote to try to ham- 
mer out a broad consensus with developing 
states without abstentions. 

The delay arose from developing coun- 
tries’ attempts since Thursday to soften an 
EU-initiated resolution to report Iran after 
the Islamic Republic threatened to curb UN 
inspections of its atomic sites if sent to the Se- 
curity Council 

‘An EU diplomat said later a deal with thé 
15 Non-Aligned Movement (NAM) nations 
looked unlikely but the resolution would be 
tabled anyway for a vote when the Vienna- 
board reconvened at 0900 GMT on Saturday. 

He said the EU rejected NAM attempts to 
delete a clause mandating that all IAEA in- 
vestigative reports and resolutions, including 
one in 2005 declaring Iran noncompliant 
with nuclear nonproliferation safeguards, be 
passed to the Council.

WASHINGTON—US-VENEZUELAN RELATIONS 
‘hit a new low Friday as Washington ordered а 
Venezuelan diplomat expelled in retaliation for 
Paracas’ move to kick out a US naval attache on 
j ılaspionage charges. 
State department spokesperson Sean MeCor- 
jrmack said Washington had informed Venezuela by 
„diplomatic note that it was declaring Jenny 
Figueredo Frias, a minister counselor at the em- 
«sibassy here, persona non grata. 
This decision is in response to the government 
‘of Venezuela's decision to yesterday expel Com- 
s mander John Correa, US naval attache in the US 
sc/Embassy in Caracas," McCormack said. 
McCormack said Figueredo, the chief of staff to

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WASHINGTON—THE UNITED STATES 
will build new long-range weapons in a 
hedge against potential rivals like China, 
the major power best-placed to chal- 
lenge US supremacy, the Pentagon said 
ina new strategic blueprint on Friday. 

‘The plan also would boost US special 
forces by 15 percent to fight terrorism, 
create a military task force to thwart 
transfers of chemical, biological and 
nuclear weapons and expand psycho- 
logical warfare capabilities. 

The Pentagon released the congres- 
sionally mandated Quadrennial De- 
fense Review to outline its strategy for 
meeting anticipated security threats in 
the next 20 years. 

‘The blueprint comes ata time of strain 
for the US military, with 138,000 troops 
fighting a nearly 3-year-old war in lraq 
and thousands more in Afghanistan 
searching for al-Qaida network leaders. 

It said the choices of “major and emerg- 
ing powers,” including India, Russia and 
China, would be key to the 21st century 
international security environment. 

“Of the major and emerging powers, 
China has the greatest potential to com-

pete militarily with the United States 
and field disruptive military technolo- 
gies that could over time offset tradition- 
al US military advantages absent US 
counter strategies,” the document said. 

‘The United States is eager to head off 
any showdown with China over Taiwan, 
the self-governing island off China's coast 
over which Bejing claims sovereignty. 
China has vowed to attack Taiwan if it 
formally declares independence. 

The report said China was likely to 
continue making large investments in 
such weapons as ballistic and cruise 
missiles, air defense systems and sub- 
marines, adding, “The pace and scope 
of Chinzs military build-up already 
puts regional military balances at risk.” 

‘The United States seeks to dissuade 
China and others from developing ca- 
pabilities that could threaten regional 
stability and to defeat aggression if de- 
terrence failed, the report said. 

Referring to China's large territory 
and a lack of US bases in the area, the 
Pentagon said it places а premium on 
"forces capable of sustained operations 
atgreat distances." 
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US to make long-range arms as hedge against China 


‘The blueprint, unveiled before Mon- 
day's delivery to Congress of a 2007 de- 
fense budget request of $439.3 billion, 
recommended a new long-range "strike" 
capability to be fielded by 2018 and 
modernizing the current bomber force. 

The new capability could include 
manned or unmanned bombers as well 
as directed-energy weapons such as 
lasers. The Air Force Air Combat Com- 
mand began a yearlong analysis of op- 
tions for such a capability in October. 

The plan called for increasing the 
number of aircraft carriers in the Pacific 
to five or six and maintaining 60 percent 
of Navy submarines there, while dou- 
bling to two the number of attack sub- 
marines bought annually by 2012. 

‘The Pentagon cited what it called the 
uncertain nature of threats in the post- 
Sept. 11 world 

"Моге than on Sept. 10th, 2001, I can. 
tell you now that US forces їп all proba- 
biliy will be engaged somewhere in the 
world in the next decade where they're 
not currently engaged,” senior Pentagon 
policy official Ryan Henry told reporters. 

‘The document said North Korea was 


developing nuclear, chemical and bi 
logical weapons and sending weapons 
Overseas. 

Itcited Iran for developing long-range 
missiles and taking steps toward produc- 
ing nuclear weapons. 

То combat terrorist networks, it said 
the Pentagon will increase special-oper- 
ations осе 15 percent from the current 
52,000 and boost the number of special 
forces battalions by a third. These forces, 
a favorite of Defense Secretary Donald 
Rumsfeld, are more highly trained and 
capable of taking on more sensitive mis- 
sions than regular forces. 

The document called for creating a 
military task force to keep terrorist 
groups from obtaining weapons of mass 
destruction, and spending $1.5 billion 
over five years to develop medical coun- 
termeasures to germ warfare agents. 

‘The plan would increase purchases of 
unmanned aircraft like the Predator and 
the Global Hawk drones, nearly dou- 
bling such surveillance capabilities. It al- 
so would expand psychological opera- 
tions and civil affairs units by a third, 
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Ultra tragedy 


НЕ STAMPEDE THAT CLAIMED THE LIVES OF 
dozens of people at the PhilSports Arena yesterday 
stunned many of us into silence. When the news 

broke, we found ourselves unable for a time to suspend 

our disbelief. Who would have thought that a simple and 

generous game show, promising even more prizes on the 

occasion ofits first anniversary, would turn, in a matter of 
minutes, into a terrible tragedy? 

Tragedy, in the classic Greek sense, 
was a fate determined in advance; it 
wasn't an accident, but a date with destiny. Today, we use 
the word to mean the exact opposite: Tragedy is some- 
thing that isn't inevitable. Something is tragic precisely 
because itis avoidable. 

‘in this sense, the “Wowowee” stampede is a tragedy, 
and a deeply disturbing one. The victims were innocents, 
simple folk who waited in line, perhaps even since 
Wednesday, for the chance to win perhaps P300, ог per- 
haps P10,000, or perhaps, for the truly lucky one, a house 
and lot worth P2.5 million. 

They were also almost all women. The roll call of their 
names, read over and over again on the radio yester- 
day.—Rosalinda, Trinidad, Virginia, Nita, Elizabeth, Ofe- 
lia!"Blena, Belen, Fe, Dolores—was truly dolorous, опе 
sorrowful mystery after another. 

Did any of them imagine that in their attempt to realize 
their dreams, they would end up dying from a night- 
mare? The dreams must have been modest: cash to tide 
one over until the next day, money to pay debts off, a 
chance to start a small business, a house to call one’s own, 
Inthe case of a 4-year-old girl who lost her life in the 
crush, the dream was even simpler: the chance to see host 
Willie Revillame in the flesh. 

Jis too early to know exactly what happened (or what 
failed to happen). But certain questions must clearly be 
asked. 

Was there, in the first place, a failure on the part of the 
show’s producers and the anniversary event organizers to 
prepare for just such an emergency? Sen. Richard Gor- 
дой, who is also chair of the Philippine National Red 
Cfó$s, has noted the telling absence of ambulances and 
mobile clinics in the area. His point is painful, but instruc- 
tive, Was there a failure (a failing shared by many Fil- 
ipinos, as disaster prevention experts tell us again and 
again) to imagine that bad things could actually happen? 

What crowd management procedures were in effect, not 
only at the time of the stampede—which survivors said oc- 
curřed at around 6:30 or 6:45 a.m. on Saturday— but also 
during the build-up to the event? The line to enter the sta- 
diii started forming on Wednesday, or three days before 
the, anniversary show. By Friday morning, the line had 
formed around the enormous block where the PhilSports 
Arena is located; perhaps as many as 10,000 people were 
already in the queue. But according to Revillame, the sta- 
dium (perhaps because of the special stage constructed for 
thé event) could only accommodate 9,000 guests. What 
were the guidelines used to control—or manage the ex- 
pectations of—the growing crowd? 

Was it possible to distribute the all-important qualifying 
tickets, which would allow lucky guests to join the show's 
cash-rich contests and which numbered about 300, in a 
less risky manner? According to some estimates, at the 
time the stampede happened the crowd had swollen to 
abour 50,000, many of them still expecting they had a 
chance at securing the key tickets. Perhaps these could 
have already been raffled off, and the names listed in an 
earlier show. Perhaps these could have been distributed at 
random, once the audience was already in the stadium. 

Was 6 a.m. in fact the published time—in other words, 
tlie time those in the queue expected—for opening the 
gates to the stadium? Initial reports, by ABS-CBN itself, 
the network which airs “Wowowee,” suggest that the 
stampede happened because the gates were not opened 
at the appointed time. It is easy to imagine a weary crowd 
turning agitated, 

Of course, no one expected this. But a rattled ABS-CBN 
has quickly gotten down to work. It has pulled out all the 
stops to make amends, pledged to assume all related ex- 
penses, and deployed its reporters to cover the unflatter- 
ing news. 

Should it allow the show to continue? The show must go 
on; some have urged the network. Perhaps it really should, 
but only for one last time, to honor the tickets that have al- 
ready been distributed. And then it should stop, a fittingly 
mufe witness to the tragedy that struck us dumb. 
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ART. XVII, SEC. 1 OF THE PRESENT CONSTI- 
tution provides that its amendment or revision 
may be proposed by Congress “upon a vote of 
three-fourths of all its Members” or by a consti- 
tutional convention to be called by Congress 
under Sec. 3 "by a vote of two-thirds of all its 
Members.” There is now a controversy on how 
the required votes "of all its Members" should 
be determined, 

One view is that such votes should be based 
оп the totality of the membership of Congress 
without distinction between the two cham- 
bers. There are now 236 members in the House 
of Representatives and 23 members in the Sen- 
ate, giving Congress a total membership of 
259. Three-fourths of this number is 194 and 
two-thirds is 172. Under this computation, the 
required votes may come exclusively from the 
House of Representatives over the objection of 
even all the 23 outvoted senators. 

The advocates of this interpretation argue 
that the Constitution should be literally under- 
stood in accordance with its clear language as 
the primary aid in determining its intention 
All secondary aids are immaterial and may be 
resorted to only if the meaning of the Constitu- 
tion is ambiguous, which is not so in this case. 

They say that if the Constitutional Commis- 
sion of 1986 had intended otherwise, it should 
have categorically said so. For example, Art. 
VI, Sec. 23(1) provides that "the Congress, by a 
vote of two-thirds of both Houses in joint ses- 
sion assembled, voting separately, shall have 
the sole power to declare the existence of a 
state of war." Conversely, Art. VII, Sec. 18, on 
the proclamation of martial law and the sus- 
pension of the privilege of habeas corpus, pro- 
vides that “the Congress, voting jointly, by a 
vote of at least a majority of all its Members in 
regular or special session, may revoke such 


proclamation or suspension..."

The opposite view, as presented by Fr. 
Joaquin Bernas in his column some weeks ago, 
is that excluding the Senate under the first in- 
terpretation would lead to the absurd effect of 
disqualifying it from the exercise of the serious 
power of changing the Constitution. Congress 
is а bicameral body and its two chambers 
should act together unless otherwise provided 
in the Constitution. Interpretatio talis in am- 
biguis simper frienda est, ut evitatur inconve- 
niens et absurdum. 1 agree with the conclusion 
and hope it is correct, but I have misgivings 
about the reasons Father Bernas gives. 

Tam not persuaded by the argument that ab- 
sent a specific reservation by the Constitution, 
all other powers granted to Congress should be 
exercised by the two chambers voting sepa- 
rately even if this is not expressly required. 
‘This may be true in the enactment of laws but 
not necessarily in the discharge of its non-leg- 
islative functions like the revision of the Con- 
stitution. 

1 believe that when the Constitution ге- 
quires the two chambers to vote separately, it 
will so indicate unequivocally. Thus, it states in 
Art. VII, Sec. 3 that in case of a tie between two 
presidential candidates obtaining the highest 
number of votes “one of them shall be chosen 
by the vote of a majority of all the Members of 
both Houses of Congress, voting separately." 
Section 9 provides that the Presidents nomi- 
nee for the vacated Vice-Presidency shall need

“confirmation by a majority vote of all the 
Members of both Houses of Congress, voting 
separately.” Section 11 also carefully provides 
that Congress may declare the incapacity of 
the President “by a two-thirds vote of both 
Houses, voting separately.” 

Why was separate voting still expressly re- 
quired in these provisions if it was supposed 
anyway to be the accepted rule? 

(Incidentally, what will happen ifthe Senate 
supports candidate A and the House of Repre- 
sentatives votes separately for candidate B or if 
‘one chamber finds the President incapacitated 
and the other chamber says he is not? But that 
is another story.) 

The collaborative partnership of the two 
chambers was long ago affirmed by the 
Supreme Court in Guevara v. Inocentes, 18 
SCRA 379, which held that the adjournment 
sine die of the Senate automatically also ad- 
joumed the House of Representatives because 
“the House without the Senate is not Congress.” 
Despite the doubts I have expressed here, I hope 
this case will reject the attempt of the House of 
Representatives to exclude the Senate in the 
proposal to change the Constitution. 

All this controversy could have been avoid- 
ed if the Constitutional Commission of 1986 
had carefully provided in Article XVII that the 
required votes of all the members of Congress. 
should be taken from the two chambers, voting 
separately. The commissioners simply copied 
the corresponding provisions in the 1973 Con- 
stitution perhaps forgetting that the Batasang 
Pambansa did not have to vote separately be- 
cause it was unicameral unlike the bicameral 
Congress they were reviving, 

If the question of the proper interpretation 
of Article ХУП is elevated to the Supreme 
Court, let us pray that it will resolve this consti- 
tutional dilemma with wisdom and courage.

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ONE OF THE MOST DIFFICULT JOBS IN ANY 
government institution is that ofa spokesman, in- 
formation officer or public affairs director of the 
office. This is especially true when the product or 
program is shrouded in controversy, or if people 
suspecta lack of transparency in the presentation 
of the different sides of a current issue, There are 
also certain factors that influence our acceptance 
ог non-acceptance of statements being made by 
information officers. Their ability to express and. 
explain their views with clarity and understand- 
ing is certainly an important point. Trust is also a 
vital ingredient in any exchange of information, 
and credibility is built around trustworthiness. 
When a person is known for speaking the truth, 
we tend to accept or at the very least, to keep an 
open mind about any subject that he presents in 
the course of discussions. When this trust is bro- 
ken, restoration is almost impossible 

My late father was the first press secretary of 
President Manuel Roxas. He was also the spokes- 
man for the administration, Unfortunately, he 
didn't last very long in the job. Circumstances con- 
spired to make him choose between personal loyal- 
ty to the president, on the one hand, and candor to 
those close to him, on the other. Apparently, he had. 
not been saying much when asked about the Presi- 
dents whereabouts. As а result, he was ехйей to 
Honolulu in 1947 to serve as the country’s first con- 
sul general in its fledgling foreign service.

of patriarchal Korean society. So treasured is she 
that the King names her “Dae Jang Geum” or "the 
great Jang Geum,” which is the show's original title. 
Jang Geum also happens to be a real personage in 
Korean history, as is King Jung Jong, though much 
ofthe series material is fictional, 
JANG Geum—plucky, intelligent, courageous, 
principled and often too curious for her own 
good—certainly makes for a fascinating lead 
character. There's also a love story thrown in 
for good measure, between Jang Geum and 
the devoted soldier/scholar Min Jung Ho. 

But beyond the characters and the absorb- 
ing story, which centers on the convoluted re-

lationship between Jang Geum’s family and 
her guardian Madam Han on one hand, and 
the powerful and devious Choi clan on the oth- 
er, there are also all the details and minutiae of 
life in ancient Korea. 

‘There's plenty of material here for any stu- 
dent of Korean history and tradition, from the 
cuisine to the costumes, the old ways of diag- 
nosing illnesses and treating the symptoms, 
courtly society and etiquette, even the relation- 
ships between the Korean kingdom and its 
neighbors China and Japan. The show is also 
pleasing to the eye, what with the women clad 
in jewel-toned hanbok, the billowing tradition- 
al dress; and the men in their silken robes and 
headwear. Even the dishes look so scrumptious 
that Korean restaurants serving royal cuisine 
are said to be enjoying а boom in business. 

Media critics, analyzing the strong perfor- 
mance of Jewel inthe Palace" even in foreign 
markets, attribute the high ratings to the show's 
extolling of Confucian values, which Koreans 
share in common with Chinese and Japanese, 
But why is it doing so well in the Philippines? 
“OF course, we were frightened,” says Abacan 
when I asked if they did not have initial appre- 
hensions about airing such “foreign” material. 
"We had our misgivings, but this series has really 
been an eye-opener for us. I guess the viewers are 
really going for the novelty and the dramatic 
build-up of the story.” 

‘Abacan recalls encountering two women at the 
grocery and overhearing one of them urging the 
Other to hurry up so they could go home and 
"catch Jang Geum.” He also shares that they re- 


ceive phone calls and e-mail inquiries on every- 
thing, from the dishes prepared in the show to the 
herbal remedies mentioned. 

Indeed, one could feel the pride the show's cre- 
ators feel in their history, culture and tradi- 
tions—a pride its local audience apparently 
shared, and which comes through in the detailed 
depictions of ancient court life, the care lavished 
onthe costumes and settings, even the loving way 
the camera lingers on the beautiful scenery, be it a 
dramatic seascape or a field of wild grass silhou- 
etted against the setting sun. 

‘Watching ‘Jewel in the Palace,” I couldn't help 
but feel a twinge of envy for the Koreans, who can 
get а history lesson each night by way of a show 
that is both educational and entertaining, but 
which also manages to comment on the lingering 
vestiges of the past on the present. 

Korean TV serials, we are told, are divided into 
“historical” dramas and so-called "trendy dramas," 
which tackle more contemporary themes, often 
centered on complicated love stories. But in ‘Jewel 
in the Palace," the past is used not just as a setting 
but also as a context for Jang Geum’s personal cir- 
cumstances and the measure of her triumph. 
HOW often have we heard scholars and histo- 
rians bemoan the Filipinos’ lack of apprecia- 
Чоп for our history and heritage, which makes 
it difficult for us to care deeply not just for our 
heirloom buildings and artifacts, but even for 
our environment and surroundings? 

‘Would a show similar to "Jewel" do the 
trick? We do not lack for historical produc- 
tions—the series on epochal events of Philip- 
pine history produced by the ABS-CBN Foun- 
dation comes to mind, as does "Jose Rizal” by 
GMA Films—but they have yet to equal the suc- 
cess and international appeal of Jewel." 

But for such a show to emerge from the 
morass of commercial material on local TV we 
must first find a measure of pride in our past, re- 
spect for our traditions, and certainty about who 
and what we are as a people, There are many 
‘Jang Geums" in our stories of long ago. All we 
need to do is to find them and tell them well,

WITHOUT MENTIONING MY NAME, BUT QUOT- 
ing liberally from my column last Sunday, my 
friend and fellow Ingumer columnist, Amando 
Doronila, takes issue (PDI, 2/1/06) with me on my 
criticism of Consultative Commission Chair Jose V. 
Abueva and newly-appointed Presidential Adviser 
for Electoral Reforms Hilario б. Davide Jr. I wel- 
come рого? defense of Abueva and Davide. In the 
spirit of public debate, of which there is so little in 
our society, I will respond to his rejoinder, 

He thinks that in criticizing Abueva and Da- 
vide, I have made “judgment calls that clearly 
lack academic detachment.” So far as 1 know, “de- 
tachment” is a posture that has been questioned 
even in academe. If "academic detachment” were 
my goal, 1 would not write an opinion column. I 
would write dull monographs for specialists, in a 
language stripped of social judgment. Surely, 
Doronila does not believe that academic treatis- 
es, written in the dry dispassionate style of schol- 
ars, are the only justifiable statements that can be. 
made about the world we live їп. I have precisely 
kept one foot in media while continuing to teach 
at the university because I refuse to be trapped in. 
academic debates that have little to do with the 
social reality of ordinary people. 

Of course, this does not mean that a columnist 
is free to make irresponsible statements, 1 do be- 
lieve that, harsh as it may seem, 1 am justified in 
my assertion that Dr, Abueva has lent himself as a 
"prop to a moribund presidency.” Doronila him- 
self concedes that “the regime that appointed 
them (Abueva and Davide) faces a crisis of legiti- 
macy.” He forgets to add that itis a regime that re- 
fuses to confront the issue of legitimacy head-on 
and instead props itself up by the cynical use of 
the power of appointment and disbursement. 

I disagree that the issue here is simply that of ac- 
cepting an appointment from a “polluted” presi- 
dency. Important positions in the government bu- 
reaucracy become vacant every day and they are 
routinely filled by the president as the appointing 
guthorcy So long as they went thrqugh a credible 
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search process, no one questions these officials ac- 
ceptance of their appointments, Indeed many of 
them become exemplary civil servants, 

‘But the positions of Dr. Abueva and Justice Da- 
vide are of a different kind. A “Consultative Com- 
mission” for Charter change is not provided in 
our Constitution or in any of our laws. Neither is 
the office of a “Presidential Adviser on Electoral 
Reforms.” These are not neutral or regular posi- 
tions, These are ad hoc tools of an administration 
that is waging a desperate struggle for political 
survival, Their functions are compromised by the 
necessities of the highly partisan process in which 
they are embedded. 

Before his appointment, Dr. Abueva was doing 
excellent work on leadership and governance at 
the University of the Philippines. His contribu- 
tions are important and they have been acknowl- 
edged. As a colleague and friend, I was disturbed 
when he accepted the position of lead convenor 
of a consultative assembly that was designed to 
hasten the shift to a parliamentary system, and 1 
shared my misgivings with him. 1 told him that 
Charter change at this time was meant to sidestep 
the crucial issue of presidential legitimacy. My 
worst suspicions have been confirmed. When the 
"no-election" provision was appended to the 
draft, 1 expected Dr. Abueva to quickly distance 
himself from the project. But, to my disappoint- 
ment, he did not, As Manolo Quezon graphically 
рші, "sil he wags his all" 

Sometimes the call to public service is better 
answered outside government. After retiring 
from a distinguished career in the public service, 


Chief Justice Davide could have been an effective 
and credible advocate of electoral reform if he 
had set up his own center or institute, and used 
his stature to obtain useful information and mo- 
bilize other well-meaning citizens to help put to- 
gether a plan to cure the defects of our electoral 
system, He forfeited this opportunity by opting to 
take his orders from Ms Arroyo, Does he really be- 
lieve Ms Arroyo is committed to electoral reform? 
Thats the only question he needs to ask himself. 

If my friend Amando Doronila thinks that rals- 
ing such questions is to mount a "high horse to 
pontificate on political morality" 1 wish all of us 
would soon find our respective horses, For 1 see 
по way we can transform the way we live аз а na- 
tion except by judging things from the higher 
vantage point of what we hope to be. 

Doronila attacks me for once “giving intellec- 
tual legitimacy to the presidential bid of former 
President Joseph Estrada.” I never campaigned 
for Estrada in any election, But, yes, | welcomed 
his election to the presidency in 1998. I saw it op- 
timistically as paving the way to the re-insertion 
of the poor into the circuits of our national life. 
Doronila got it wrong when he claims that I with- 
drew support from Estrada only "when he ran in- 
to serious political problems." I criticized Estrada 
long before there was any call to impeach him. I 
opposed the Visiting Forces Agreement forged 
under his administration. I objected to the all-out 
war he launched against the Muslim guerrillas in 
Mindanao. And in 2001, I acted on my beliefs by 
joining my students at Edsa to demand his ouster, 
Tdo not regret any of these,

Every morning, at 7 a.m., there's a rumbling down the 
lane that sounds something in between a dragon's roar and à 
747 airplane. Our one jeepney (that we proudly call “the 
shuttle"), slowly rattles down from the main road all the way 
to the dead end, U-turns, rattles off again to the main road, 
U-turns, then rattles back down. As I live two buildings away. 
from the dead end, the roar is a signal to stuff a cookie in my» 
mouth, grab my gigantic purse and toss the cats into the 
bathroom—easier than wasting time climbing up the roof jt 
search of renegade felines. Then it's out the door and down’ 
the flights of stairs. By the time I hit the ground floor pave- 
ment, ready for pick-up, the jeep will have just finished its Ù- 
turn.

The yellow-roofed Ikot goes around the campus, one ride: , 
currently costing P6.50. Its counterpart, the “Toki,” travéls 
roughly the same route in the opposite direction. I've always 
been afraid of saying “para,” or knocking on the roof or rais- 
ing a hand or taking any of the half-dozen other ways! to 
make the jeepney stop so I could get off. There is neither. 
rhyme nor reason to the fear, as Tam as shy as a clown in the: 
middle of Luneta, But there's always been that niggling, 
dread that nobody else would stop the jeep where I want to 
disembark. Гуе found myself traveling the whole route sim- ` 
ply because 1 was too nervous to say a word, until even the 
driver gave me the strangest look when I sheepishly went 
down the same place I got on, then hopped back in.

The curtains can range from plas- 
tic to leather to the pink and purple crochet work by the div- 
er's great-grandmother, 

"Jeepney," I have just learned, is a derivation from "jeep 
and “knee,” I'm guessing because my knee has made contact 
with various other knees while riding along. į 

When I geton the jeep, I either jump into the front seat bë- 
side the driver, or immediately attach myself to the end naar- 
est the exit. 1 figure this is a girl thing, as it does seem to be 
the most valued piece of real estate, judging from the аш, 
matic movement of females toward the space when empties 
My logic is, the closer to the exit, the less the probability that,

New management 

Carlos G. Dominguez is the new chair 
and president of Lafayette Philippines. Не 
has promised to address all the issues and 
concerns of all sectors and is committed to 
meeting as a minimum all the legal require- 
ments on environmental protection and 
sustainable mining operations.

Peace zone in Tarlac village sought 


CAMP OLIVAS, PAMPANGA—OFFI- 
cials of Sta. Ignacia, Tarlac, have 
asked Gov. Jose Yap to draw up a plan 
to turn the town into a peace zone, 
following clashes between soldiers 
and communist rebels there on Tues- 
day that forced residents to flee. 

Mayor Reynaldo Modomo said Yap 
would visit the villages of Sta. Inez 
"West, East and Centro, the areas 
where the heavy fighting occurred, 
‘on Sunday to assure residents that his 
primary concern was their safety. 

Modomo said the series of clashes 
between the military and New People's 
Army rebels instilled fear, if not trauma, 
among residents of villages in the town. 

‘Yap is a former member of the govem- 
ment panel involved in peace talls with 
the Communist Party of the Philippines 
and the National Democratic Front. 

"Sta. Ignacia used to be a very peace- 
ful town; there was no trouble before. 
But this insurgency problem is beyond 
our scope. We can't begin a peace ini- 
tiative because we have not established 
contacts with the rebels. We might ask 
Governor Yap to step in,” Modomo said 
ina phone interview on Friday. 

He said at least 14 NPA rebels, in 
2000, were killed when they clashed

Modomo said there were no more 
immediate risks to the residents’ lives.

Modomo said. 

"They have this fear that more en- 
counters would take place," he added. 

‘The mayor said the clashes also dis- 
rupted the community service program 
of more than 100 nursing students from 
the Pamantasan ng Lungsod ng Maynila. 

He said the students witnessed the 
gunfights and air strikes, and joined 
residents who were on the run. They 
left the town as a result of the inci- 
dents, he said. 

Modomo said he was awaiting in-

Various witnesses recalled 
hearing someone shouting about 
а bomb—'Bomba! Bombal"—at 
around 6:30 a.m. and sending the 
crowd intoa panic. 

Others said the crowd was sim- 
ply enraged when the guards de- 
cided to close the gates at around 
that time to regulate the flow of 
people. By then, the arena itself 
‘was packed. 

‘Although the rush caused 
bone-crushing —— commotions 
across the whole stretch of Javier 
Street, most of the bodies were 
recovered at the LRP Gate. 

The three-meter-high steel 
gate opens to a six-meter-wide 
driveway. The gate opens inward, 
and the driveway is inclined by 
about 30 degrees downward 
from the main road. 

Juner Empelina, one of the 
sentries on duty from the Kemen 
Security Agency, said the push of 
the crowd was so strong that it 
tore the ropes that held the gates 
shut. 

Another guard, Roderick Diaz, 
pointed to a bar in the steel gate 
that had been bent loose. He said 
his blue tie and his nightstick 
were ripped off his body in the 
commotion 

"We were asking them to back 
off and be calm because eventual- 
ly they would all be allowed го 
enter, anyway. But they wouldn't 
listen," said Empelina. 


At5am. 

Security guards and survivors 
said the crowd started to get wild 
at about 5 aum, with people 
clamoring to get in. 

Slowly, the people were al- 
lowed entry through the three 
gates. 

But when the guards an- 
nounced that only 17,000 people 
would be allowed in and given 
tickets, all hell broke loose, re- 
called Vilma Catabang, 40, who 
had brought her two children. 

Per the authorities estimate, at 
least 50,000 people queued in 
front of the gates. Some were 
there as early as Monday night 
and slept on the street. 

But the arena itself can hold 
only 9,000 people, while only 
8,000 can be accommodated in 
the football field outside, where 
ABS-CBN had set up a wide 
screen. 

The tickets were to be raffled 
off to choose contestants for the 
games. 

“People started pushing those 
who were in front of the line,” 
Catabang said. 

The compound is hilly, and the 
guards at the LRP Gate, which 
slopes downward, tried to control 
the crowd by opening it only 
halfway. 

Bug the people started pushing 
the gate until it gave way at about 
6:45am. 


Domino effect. 

The crowd rushed inside, 
many sliding on the slope, caus- 
ing a "domino effect," outgoing 
Interior Secretary Angelo Reyes 
said later at a press conference. 


As more and more people got 
in, some stepped on and walked 
atop the others. Children and 
their mothers, even grandmoth- 
ers, were pinned to the railings 
and the ground. 

‘Those at the far end kept on 
pushing, unaware that those in 
front were being trampled on. 

‘Marissa Graboso, 35, said she 
and the others had no idea that 
some people, mostly elderly 
women, were dying in front of 
the queue. 

“They were lifting people who 
we thought had just collapsed,” 
she said. “But we did not take 
them seriously because some 
people had pretended to be faint- 
ing justto get ahead of the line.” 

Exseaman Neildrin Catubig 
was very near the gate when it 
gave way and an estimated 
15,000 throng tried to rush its 
way through. 

“The guards should have just 
opened the gates and let the peo- 
plein,” he said. 

Catubig denied that it was the 
“Bomba! Bomba!” warning that 
caused the rush. 

He said that at around 6 a.m., 
the show staff announced that it 
would begin letting people in. It 
was this announcement that 
caused the crowd to start 
jostling for position in order to 
be among the first 300 inside 
the arena. 


First come, first served 

Alberto Herrera, whose 
78-year-old mother Arsenia died 
in the tragedy, said they had been 
told that tickets to the anniver- 
sary show were to be distributed

But nothing happened, and 
lose to an hour later, the crowd 
grew impatient and moved to- 
ward the gate. 

As early as Saturday last week, 
Herrera and his mother had been 
dropping in at the arena in the 
hope of getting tickets. On Mon- 
day, they decided to join the oth- 
ers who had started camping out- 
side. 

"tt was a 
first-come-firstserved basis. We 
wanted to enter the gate first so 
we could have those tickets,” he 
said, adding that they had 
brought food and clothes to last 
them until the show. 

But since they were told that 
the tickets would be given out 
at 6 a.m. yesterday, they spent 
Friday night at their home in 
Malibay, Pasay City, and re- 
turned at around 5:30 a.m. yes- 
terday. 

Melvin Salazar of Dagat-da- 
gatan, Caloocan City who also 
lost his mother Rosalina, said that 
when the gates were opened, the 
crowd madly rushed forward, 
pinning others to the railings that 
show organizers had installed for 
the purpose of ensuring an order- 
ly queue.

ABS-CBN NETWORK PROMISED 
last night its full cooperation in 
the investigation of the stampede 
that killed scores of people. 

“We will cooperate fully with 
whatever investigation the gov- 
ernment will undertake,” ABS- 
CBN chair Gabby Lopez said in a 
press conference 12 hours after 
the tragedy. 

Rene Luspo, head of the net- 
works security group, main- 
tained that it had put up an *ade- 
quate security plan" for the first- 
anniversary celebration of its 
noontime show “Wowowee.” 

Luspo said that while the ABS- 
CBN Security Group had "anticipat- 
ed" the crowd to be “unruly” it was 
"more than what we expected.” 


“We thought we had done all 
that was humanly possible [to se- 
cure the program]," he said. 

Luspo said at least 100 ABS- 
CBN security guards were de- 
ployed, reinforced by 60 security 
guards of the Philsports complex, 
policemen, traffic enforcers, and 
at least 20 watchmen from two 
barangays. 

"My guards did their best. I am 
proud of my boys." he said. 


Steel railings 

Luspo also said steel barriers had 
been erected in front of the LRP 
Gate of the complex going to the 
bleachers as “a first line of defense.” 

But those who had lined up in 
front of the gate became wild and 
managed to push the railings 
even though these were manned 


by security guards, he said. 

"That was the first incident," 
he said. "But we managed to con- 
trol the crowd after that.” 

However, Luspo said, the 
crowd started pushing the main 
gate of the entrance. 

This time, the gate gave way, 
sending the people tumbling 
down the slope and trampling on 
others, with many elderly women 
ending up dead.

More significant, President Масара- 
gal-Arroyo and Vice President Noli de 
Castro coordinated efforts with the 
Lopez-owned ABS-CBN to help the 
victims and those they left behind.

"The management of ABS-CBN has

and the funeral costs of those who 
died in the incident,” De Castro an- 
nounced to the media at the Rizal 
Medical Center. Later, De Castro said 
government would concentrate on 
the investigation of the tragedy. With 
Willie Revillame, De Castro asked for 
understanding for ABS-CBN. 

“Kabayan immediately went (to the 
Ultra and to the RMC) as Vice Presi- 
dent to look into what needs to be 
done," lawyer Jesse Andres, De Cas- 
tro's chief of staff, said in an interview.

the Catholic Bishops Conference of 
the Philippines to suspend new min- 
ing permits covered only projects in 
Albay province, the site of the recent 
Rapu Rapu mine disaster. 

“The President supports new in- 
vestments from responsible mining 
companies because her administra- 
Чоп is both pro-environment and 
pro-growth,” said Press Secretary Ig- 
nacio Bunye in a statement. 

The СВСВ which represents the 
Church hierarchy rattled big business 
last week when it issued a pastoral 
letter demanding that President 
Macapagal-Arroyo repeal the Mining 
Act of 1995 opening the mining sec- 
tor to investments, cancel all ap- 
proved mining concessions and sus- 
pend pending applications. 

"The Inquire reported yesterday that 
Malacafiang had offered to suspend all 
new mining permits temporarily while 
the government and Church leaders 
agree опа more rigid screening process 
for mine applications. 

Mine industry executives sharply 
criticized the offer, saying it would 
make the Philippines a pariah in the 
foreign investment community, and 
displace two million workers along 
with some eight million dependents. 


For Albay only 

Chief of Staff Michael Defensor ex- 
plained that the statement he had 
made in Bicol regarding the moratori- 
um on mining permits only covered 
Albay province. 

"The new management of 
Lafayette [the operators of the Rapu 
Кари mine] has committed to fund 
an independent commission to be 
selected by the bishops to determine 
the extent of the problem," Defen- 
sorsaid. 

Defensor assured the CBCP that 
the government would adopt a 
“fool-proof” system in processing 
mining applications to ensure the 
protection of local communities, es- 
pecially indigenous Filipinos. 

‘This was the best the government 
could do to address the CBCP's con- 
cerns, he said. 

“The request for the repeal of 
the Mining Act has legal and eco- 
nomic implications that we have to 
study. The policy is the law and we 
cannot elude that. Any amend- 
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ments to the law should be coursed 
through Congress," he said. 


In defense of mining 

‘The Palace also stepped up its de- 
fense of the mining industry whose 
recent revival the President expects 
to bring jobs and made a dent on 
widespread poverty. 

The government expects a 
turnover of about $5 billion from the 
mining sector in 2006. 

It is aiming for $1.5 billion in new 
mining investments this year and 
$6.5 billion over the next five years. 

"We believe that the mining sector 
can be a force for good in many areas 
throughout our county. Responsible 
mining companies are a catalyst for eco- 
nomic development in some of the most 
remote parts of the country, Bunye said. 

“Their projects provide much-need- 
ed employment for tens of thousands 
of our rural countrymen, tax revenues 
that support education, health care 
and other social services, and modem 
infrastructure that benefits all sectors 
in our rural economies.” 

Bunye said the Arroyo administra- 
tion shared the bishops’ concern for a 
clean, healthy environment as well as 
their call to “reduce any negative im- 
pactfrom mining projects.” 


Assurance 

“1 want to assure the CBCP and the 
people of the Philippines that we will 
continue to closely monitor all min- 
ing projects and will only approve 
new projects with those companies 
who agree to work with government 
atall levels,” he said. 

Bunye said the government has al- 
so encouraged the holding of “open, 
transparent public meetings to in- 
clude stakeholders from local com- 
munities, including religious and 
civié leaders" that would discuss the 
entry of new mining ventures. 

Sorsogon Bishop Arturo Bastes, who 
has been designated the CBCP 
spokesperson on the issue of mining, 
said they were holding the President to 
her promise not to approve any more 
mining permits, which she made dur- 
ing a dialog in Malacafiang recently. 

“The President must make good 
her promise because we were sincere 
in our intentions when we met with 
her,” said the prelate. 

In Gen. Santos City, leaders of the 
B'laan tribal communities said the in- 
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digencus communities welcomed 
mining and told the bishops to leave 
them alone. 


Not evil 

“We believe mining is not evil if it 
helps improve the living condition of 
tribal residents in the project area,” 
said a statement signed by five tribal 
chieftains. 

The CBCP call for a mining ban 
would affect 24 priority mining pro- 
jects, including that of the Sagittarius 
Mines Inc. (SMI) in the boundaries of 
Sultan Kudarat, Davao del Sur and 
South Cotabato where the communi- 
ties live. 

__ ThE bishops said the Mining Act 
pósed a danger to the existence of in- 
digenous communities. 

The tribal leaders said the CBCP 
demand did not reflect the senti- 
ments of the tribespeople living in the 
mining areas.

‘They told the CBCP to respect their 
right to decide for themselves and 
give them a chance to chart their own 
destiny. 

“If we are going to follow what the 
bishops wanted, we stand to lose the 
rare chance of improving our lives. 
Stripping us of such rights is akin to 
robbing us, especially our children, of 
a brighter future. Giving in to what the 
bishops want for the Tampakan cop- 
per project would violate our rights to 
develop,” the tribal leaders said.

MMDA goes after households 
tapping power from traffic lights

THE METROPOLITAN MANILA DEVEL- 
‘opment Authority (MMDA) has begun a 
crackdown on households that source 
their electricity from the agency's traffic 
lights 

A composite team of operatives from 
the MMDA, the Manila Electric Co., 
(Meralco), and the police conducted 
several operations last month, cutting il- 
legal power connections to trafic lights. 
in four cities. 

“We have been operating continuous- 
ly removing tapped lines upon discov- 
егу. But this is our first operation to re- 
move a bulk of reported illegal connec- 
tions... There was a significant number 
of households found tapping into our 
lines," said Ramon Ona, chief engineer 
of the MMDA Traffic Engineering Cen- 
ter (TEC). 

"The TEC, which spearheaded the op- 
‘erations, said in a report that the team 


сш illegally tapped lines in four residen- 
tial areas near major Metro Manila in- 
tersections. 

These included a compound of 
shanties at the corner of Pablo Ocampo. 
Extension (formerly Vito Cruz) and Chi- 
по Roces Avenue (Pasong Tamo) in 
Makati City, where Ona said the team 
counted dozens of houses connected il- 
legally to a nearby traffic light. 

‘On Jan. 20, the team also cut the ille- 
gal electrical connections of households 
atthe comer of C-4 Road and Dagat-Da 
gatan Avenue in Malabon, the R10 Road 
and Zaragosa Street in Tondo, Manila, 
and on E. Rodriguez Sr. Boulevard cor- 
пег Araneta Avenue in Quezon City.

“The locations where we operated in-

traffic lights per month is pretty much 
stable,” he told the INQUIRER. 

Ona said the agency has also begun 
coordinating with local governments for 
proper action on street lights found to 
be illegally connected to traffic lights at 
11 intersections—six in Manila and five 
in Quezon City 

“We would be coordinating with 
them so that the power supply to the 
streetlights would not be cut off. Maybe 
the linemen who connected these 
thought it was okay since they were 
connecting government lines,” said 
Ола. 

In July 2005, the MMDA created а 
task’ force to look into the unsteady 
power consumption of traffic lights, sus- 
pecing that mearby residences had 
tapped into their power lines. 

‘Ona said the agency will continue its 
crackdown as the composite team was 
set to continue checking other traffic 
lightsin the metropolis. 


Woman cop is indeed one of Manila’s Finest

IT WAS DEFINITELY NOT WHAT HER 
father wanted for her. 

When Senior Insp. Teresita Lim of 
the Manila Police District (MPD) decid- 
ed to become a law enforcer almost 
three decades ago, she was careful not 
to reveal her plans to her Chinese fa- 
ther, 

“He wamed me against dipping my 
fingers in a man's job,” Lim, now chief 
of the MPD District Investigation and 
Intelligence Division (DIID) adminis- 
trative section, told the Inquire in an 
interview. 

‘The 48-year-old Lim, who grew up 
in a Chinese-Filipino community in 
‘Quiapo, had considered taking up fine 
arts and engineering courses in college, 
but her father discouraged her 

“He stressed that painting was nota 
lucrative oceupation while engineering 
was for men," Lim recalled. 


Business courses not an option 

Despite her exposure as a child to 
her fathers restaurant and shoe store, 
Lim said she refused to take up com- 
merce which would give her the knowl- 
edge she needed to help out in the fam- 
ily business. 

“Majority of my classmates, who 
were mostly Chinese, opted to take up 
business courses," Lim said. "I wanted 
то do something different, so I decided 
to become a criminal lawyer” 

But shortly after graduating from the 
Philippine College of Criminology (PC- 
CR) in the "705, Lim said she 
felt she was destined for an- 
other profession. 

After unexpectedly pass- 
iig the National Police Com- 
mission eligibility examina- 
tions which she took on а whim, her 
former professor at the PCCR asked her 
хў help solve the murder of a Chinese 
manager of a restaurant in Rizal Park 
by acting as an interpreter. 

"The police needed me to take the 
statements of witnesses who were 
mostly Chinese," Lim, who is fluent in 
Mandarin and Fookien, explained, 

Her professor, МРР% Col. Alejandro 
Yanquiling, managed to convince her to 
postpone her law school plans because 
of hervital role in the investigation. 

‚ From there on, Lim felt that there 
Was no turning back. 

"1 had initial apprehensions, but 1 
was sure about my choice о join the 
police force after my experience with 
Gplonel Yanguiling’s team,” Lim said.

WHEN THE LINGUNAN-LAWANG BATO CAN- 
umay exit overpass opens in July, residents in 
Valenzuela City can refer to it as a concrete exam- 
ple, literally, of what local leaders can do, when 
they agree to work together, 

Not a single centavo for the P102 million pro- 
ject, which will serve as a bridge between the 
‘eastern and western parts of the city currently 
separated by the North Luzon Expressway 
(NUES), came from the national government, 

“The overpass is 100 percent locally funded 


+ and not a single cent came from any foreign loan 


ог the national government,” Valenzuela City 
Mayor Sherwin Gatchalian’ said during the 
groundbreaking ceremony held last month. 

Major infrastructure projects like overpasses 
are usually funded by the national government 
through the Department of Public Works and 
Highways. 

"То come up with the money for the project, 
leaders of the city’s 32 barangays agreed to give 
up their allocation from the local government's 
Internal Revenue Allotment (IRA) last year. 

"АШ barangay leaders agreed to forgo local 
projects in 2005 so construction of the bridge 
could start" said Alvin Feliciano, barangay chair 
of Arkong Bato. 

He added of the P102 million needed for the 
overpass, P8O million came from the IRA of the 
citys 32 barangays. 

"To come up with rest of the money, the Valen- 
zuela government borrowed from a local bank, 
according to Marither Menia, the city’s press in- 
formation officer. 

Private landowners also got into the act, ac- 
cording to Gatchalian, giving up part of their 
propeny forthe project. 

“Without their cooperation, the project could 
have been delayed, he said. 

Project engineer Fortune Angeles, who also 
heads the City Planning Office, said some willing- 
ly gave up their property. 

"The family of Emilia Santiago donated almost. 


Smokey Mt. 
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Others, however, had to be convinced, includ 
ing owners of residential apartments, a gasoline 
station and several restaurants. 

“Tt took us months to convince the owners to 
sell their land to the local government,” said An- 
geles, 

The government ended up paying P3,000 per, 
sq, m. to property owners while others asked that- 
they simply be relocated elsewhere. 

‘The overpass will pass through 7.3 hectares oft 
commercial and privately-owned land. It will be- 
gin from Е Dulalia Street in Barangay Lingunan, 
о across the NLEx, and end on Sapang Bakaw 
Road in Lawang Bato. 

‘Once completed, itis expected to reduce travely 
time in going to and from the eastern and west, 
em parts of the city. 

"Like old times, it will again be faster to go to, 
the other side, but instead of crossing a moun, 
tain, it will be a bridge which is solely ours," 
Gatchalian said. 

Just like the NLEx, the overpass will have six: 
lanes, three each for the northbound and south- 
bound lanes. It will also be as wide as the ex« 
pressway. i 

Right now, motorists in the westem part of 
Valenzuela have to pass through the traffic-prone, 
Maysan Road, and the Malina interchange along 
the expressway, to get to the other side of the cy. 

if traffic is light, the trp should take less than, 
an hour. Ordinarily, however, it takes one-and- 
half hours to cross to the other side. 

With the completion of the overpass in July, 
traffic is expected to be reduced by 30 percent on. 
Maysan Road, which would hopefully also im» 
prove traffic flow in surrounding areas. 

Gatchalian said the overpass is also envisioned 
to open up new areas to development and spur 
economic growth in the city. 4 

But more importantly, the project has 
opened the eyes of Valenzuela residents to 
the possibilities of what can be achieved, 
when people get together and buckle down, 
to work.

ITS HARD TO BELIEVE BUT THE AREA 
known as Smokey Mountain was a peaceful, 
almost idyllic fishing village called Konset in 
the early 1950s. 

One could swim in adjacent Manila Bay, 
and the residents earned a decent livelihood. 

1п a few years, however, things changed. 
‘The City of Manila's Department of Public 
Services and factories began dumping their 
‘waste here, and soon squatters from other ar- 
eas moved in, and increased in number 
through the years. 

During martial law, the dumpsite became a 
mountain of garbage several stories high, а 
symbol of urban blight, a portrait of the Fil- 
ipino as scavenger 

A program of the national government to 
address the garbage problem through shred- 
ding and turning into compost the biodegrad- 
able waste ended in failure. 

In 1983, a move to relocate some of the 
landless families ended in a burst of national 
ridicule when it was discovered that the site 
on Bulihan, Batangas-Cavite, contained noth- 
ing but toilet bowls. 

More successful was the housing project of 
the National Housing Authority, which, by 
2003 was able to construct 21 low-rise, low- 
cost buildings with 2,520 housing units, 120 
households per five-story building and some 
15,920 families. 

Smokey Mountain has become, would you. 
believe, Paradise Heights, the official name of 
the settlement. 

‘The mountain was officially closed during 
the Ramos administration but it is still there, 
with its toxic residual waste. People are for- 
bidden to go atop it but a few still venture

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“The waste mass must be sealed or repro- 
cessed,” said Anita Celdran, Philippine герге: 
sentative of the Washington-based Sustain- 
able Project Management (SPM), which is im- 
plementing a program to rehabilitate Smokey 
Mountain and convert it into an eco-park. 

SPM is assisted by nongovernment organi- 
zations like Mother Earth Philippines and 
business firms like Unilever. 

‘The Church is represented by parish priest’ 
Fr. Ben Beltran, SVD, who actually got things 
going again. The City of Manila approved theg

Investigation showed that the incident hap- 
pened at around 6:30 a.m. in Room 1504 of the 
hotel where the victim, along with two friends,

ing. 

"The police said the victim and her compan- 


ions arrived on Feb. 1 from Mindanao to attend 
the two-day convention of their group, Inner 
Wheel Club of the Philippines, at the hotel. 

Fullesco and Шу were reportedly prodding 
the victim to assume the top post of their civic 
organization but Bajamonde did not want the 
responsibility the police added.

A CANADIAN LAWYER AND 
broadcast journalist, he was the last 
person you would expect to serve as 
a bridge between Filipino Christians 
and Muslims.

Magsaysay Awardee for Emergent 
Leadership and president of the Аз- 
sisi Development Foundation. 

The conference, held last Jan. 23 
and 24 at the DLSUS William Shaw 
Little Theater, was designed to “play 
down our differences which our 
leaders and politicians tend to exag- 
gerate,” he told the INQUIRER. 

"What we're telling here is that 
these differences are irrelevant and 
you can stand up to those lies.

How these neat-looking bungalows 
survived the ravages of time is the kind of 
stuff ft for “Ripley's Believe It or Not.” 

The place is called Cawayanon be- 
cause this used to be planted to thou- 
sands of bamboos (cawayan). 

OK, Im in the mood for a bit of history. I 
always had high marks (ahem!) in history 
while was in school. Just loved the subject. 

Cawayanon's bamboos are gone, re- 
placed by towering pine trees on the Del 
Monte Golf Club, a par-72 championship. 
layout measuring 7,010 yards that once 
called "The Golf Jewel of Mindanao." 

"The Southern Ladies Open had concluded 
its 43rd straight tournament here yesterday 
and the 60 or so players that included the 
events matriarch, NGAP director Alice An- 
drada, had every reason to be ecstatic over 
their ive day stay inside the compounds her- 
itagedaden lodges and villas (aka. bunga- 
lows). These abodes were home to the Amer- 
кап pioneers of Del Monte which, up to now, 
still ships out thousands of sweet pineapples 
around the world almost daily. Credit goes 
chiefly now to the Lorenzos (hi, Cito, hope 
everything's fine with you?). They bought 
Del Monte some years back and continued 
nurturing a well-loved Philippine tradition. 

Теп of the 30 hectares of the Cawayanon 
Compound is occupied by the golf course and 
the remaining 20 hectares is mainly home to 
nearly 4,000 fattening cows. The lush greenery 
in the mostly bright, but relatively cool sunshine 
of Cawayanon is perfect habitat for the cows. 
Thus Del Monte is famous for its roast beef 
sandwiches, not о mention its juicy New York 
cut, nox Porterhouse, steaks; many swear they 
are even better than the worldfamed Angus 
beef Del Montes pineapples, grown at nearby 
Camp Philips, mostly help make the beef ten- 
der asa good chunk of the cows’ meals are pep- 
pered with pineapple pulp bits. Now thats 
Where the secret lies, fellas. Pulp bis. 

‘Nearly 200 horses also graze in the sprawl- 
ing pasturelands surrounding the golf course. 
"These horses are used to rein in the cows by 
trained hands that comprise the cowboys of 
Bukidnon, chiefly copied from American cow- 
boys we only see mostly in Hollywood movies. 

Cawsyanon is in Barangay San Miguel 
of this town, named after the first mayor 
(Manolo Fortich) of what was then 
known as Tankulan (kangkungan)—so 
named because the place was then a rich 
vegetation of “kangkong,” which is the 
Filipino equivalent of the spinach. 

This is the first town of Bukidnon com 
ing from Cagayan de Oro City It sits atop. 
а hill overlooking the scenic Macahalar 
Bay off the Pacific coast. I love watching 
the blue-green waters from here. 

James McNeil Crawford, the second presi- 
dent of Del Monte Inc, built the Del Monte Golf 
courses frst nine holes in 1928. In 1974, the 
second nine designed by the legendary Tino Tu- 
got was inaugurate by President Marcos 

Tugot, the seven-time Philippine Open 
champion who turns 93 on April 6, lives 
ina modest house justin front of the gate 
leading to the clubhouse. 

My heart now bleeds for Ka Tino, who to 
те is the greatest Filipino golfer ever, who 
fell off the stairs of his house some two weeks 
ago. He fracrured his left arm in the fall and 
suffered an ugly gash on his forehead that 
needed, according to his son, Norman, seven 
stitches to close. After his left arm had been 
put to a cast, he banged it against the hospi- 
tal wall, complaining it was too heavy 

"les been put to a cast anew and he's out 
ofthe hospital now. Thank God, he is recov- 
ering fast,” said Norman, who devotes most 
of hs time looking after his father, especial- 
ly now that her mother is gone. 

Cawayanon and Del Monte. History- 
wise, they will be in my mind always, 
notwithstanding that Tino Tugot—and yes, 
include Del Montes other great produce in 
yet another golfer, Frankie Mifioza—occu- 
pies the biggest spot in my heart. 

Heres praying Ka Tino, the only Filipino 
golfer who had shaken hands with a sitting 
American president (Ike Eisenhower in 
1955 in Washington DC) gets well soon. 
My first putter came from him.

Pursuant lo the provisions of Republic Act No. 6969 (Toxic Substances and Hazardous and Nuclear Waste Control Act of 1990}: Republic Act No. 8749 (The 
Phiippine Clean Air Act of 1909); Resolution No. 25 dated 10 March 1903 of the Senato of the Philippines ratifying the Monireal Protocol on Substances that 
Doplete the Ozone Layer and Resolution No. 86 dated March 19, 2001 of ihe Senate of the Philippines ratilying Copenhagen Amendments; the Chomical 
Control Order for Ozone Depleting Substances (ODS), DENR Administrative Order No. 2000-18 and DAO 2002-22 series of 2004; Memorandum of Agraement 
Gated 29 April. 2003. and 10 strengthen the legal Infrastructure to support the implementation of the Philippine Natlonat CFC Phase-out. the following

AFTER A DECADE OF PLAYING NICE GAL 
Rachel in "Friends," Jennifer Aniston takes 
ар a new role that may seem like a 
Ratural progression of that well-de- 
veloped sitcom character, at least at 
first.

We see the would-be lovers’ 
hopes of getting it on dashed as an 
armed robber (villainy incarnate Vin- 
cent Cassel) enters their hotel room 
just before they consummate their 
hasty attraction. Though violently attacked 
by the thief, Lucinda and Charles keep mum 
about their ordeal, lest their families find out. 
‘While unoriginal and not entirely unpre-

dictable, the movie has competent actors 
working for it. Direction by Mikael Hafstrom 
is also good. He plants red herrings early on 
with well-placed narrative techniques. One 
gets the impression that there is something 
amiss from the start, but because Owen and 
Aniston are a clever onscreen pairing, we get 
distracted, and it's all for the story's benefit. 
Certain scenes telegraph’ crucial surprises, 
though, which end up overstressed. 

But Vincent Cassel, again, is diabolically re- 
lentless and lends a disturbing ingredient to 
the illicit affair-gone-horribly-wrong yarn. 
The guy plays to the hilt yet another unrepen- 
tant monster. He's a little too overpowering, 
but Owen, who plays the wimpy, blackmailed 
Charles, balances out the tormentor's mania, 
Then again, Charles isn't a total pushover, so 
the comeuppance is expectedly worth it; the 
revenge, quite sweet.

N TODAY'S WEB-BASED WORLD, FIVE

itch. And for me and my husband, 
Matthew, planning a fifth year anniversary 
was hardly romantic.

We booked ourselves for a long weekend at 
the new Landmark Mandarin Oriental 
(МО) in Hong Kong (www.mandarinori- 
ental. com/+852-2132-0188) 

The LMO is one of Hong Kong's newest 
hotels (the other is the Four Seasons adjoin- 
ing the ТЕС Mall) that opened last year: At 
the starting rack rate of HK $4,000 (US 
$500) a night, it holds the record of having 
the most expensive but the best laid-out 
rooms in the former British colony. 

Although LMO claims to have the biggest 
rooms: in Hong Kong per square foot, this 
was not evident when I compared our room 
to rooms of the same standard at the Four 
Seasons IFC where my friends were staying. 
Bur starting with the bathrooms, LMO wins 
hands-down not only in design but with gen 
erous sizes of the UK's cult brand, Aro- 
matherapy Associates, versus the Four Sea- 
sons more common DOccitane. Top that 
with the privacy, impeccable Mandarin ser- 
vice and prestige of saying, “I'm staying at 
the Landmark MO." 


Hotel of choice 

It is fast becoming the international fash- 
ion crowd's hotel of choice, being steps away 
from many flagship stores in Central. When 
we were there, most rooms were already 
booked for the Chanel and Louis Vuitton 
openings for the following week. Josephine 
Lee, director of public relations at LMO, re- 
fuses to classify the 113-room hotel as a bou- 
tique hotel, preferring to use the label "small 
ultra-luxury hotel" 

Unlike the original (but legendary) Man- 
darin Oriental (MO) on Connaught Road, 
where the classic décor is very Oriental, the. 
LMO does not have one singular theme but it

has standout style. Los Angeles-based archi- 
tect Peter Remedios (of Park Hyatt Tokyo 
and New York Marriott Marquis fame) has 
created a quiet area in the busy Central dis-

The LMO is private as much as the MO is 
bustling. Its lobby is designed like a living 
room with two small siting areas, display 
cases and book shelves housing art, pho- 
tographs, antique jewelry and a selection of 
style bibles. 
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Entrance to the LMO is through a discreet, 
landscaped driveway on Queen's Road, next 
to the new Harvey Nichols. (There is, in fact, 
a tendency to notice Harvey Nicks first!) Vis- 
itors are welcomed by black marble concave 
stripes leading to a simple staircase flanked 
by two panels of polished wood, Remedios’ 
conceptual idea ofthe sails ofa Chinese junk 
with the black marble representing waves. 
To the left of the Queen's Road entrance is 
the MO Bar which does a complete change 
from day to night with the flip of a light 
switch and the rise of a mirrored draw- 
bridge. 

‘At Amber, where Adam Tihany (architect 
of Mandarin Hyde Park’s restaurants, New 
York's restaurant Per Se and Fred Leighton 
boutique) suspended 4,200 golden tubes 
from the ceiling, Dutch celebrity chef 
Richard Ekkebus (of the exclusive resort 
Sandy Lane in Barbados which is known to 
turn down many celebrities as much as have 
them) has assembled a menu so creative that 
it reads like a science experiment on paper, 
but is exceptional on the palate. It is so ex- 
ceptional that a food philistine like me who 
can live on Maggi and rice, wanted to meet 
the genius who prepared starters of seared 
tuna rolled in crispy chicken skin and cherry 
tomatoes and watermelon with cabernet ге- 
duction, a main course of Anjou pigeon and 
chocolate sauce (tasting is believing) and 
the dessert of cheesecake ice cream (no, this 
is not remotely close to keso-flavored 
ісе cream).

How to be an effective first-time supervisor 


IHAVE BEEN RECENTLY PRO- 
moted to shift supervisor in a 
large multinational manufac- 
turing company. Prior to that, 
Iwas an operator who acted 
as team leader among 10 co- 
employees.

New Supervisor 


First, congratulations on 
your promotion. 

It is common for newly pro- 
moted supervisors or manag- 
ers to feel apprehensive about 
not knowing what the new 
job requires. Of course, you 
have your job description, but

it usually doesn’t tell you ev- 
erything you must or can do. 
At best, it will remind you of 
your key results areas where 
you are expected to deliver a 
minimum level of perfor- 
mance—below which level 
you can lose your career. 

Let us discuss "authority" of 
your position. То many 
people, authority vested in à 
position is the basis for "com- 
mand and control" over subor- 
dinates. To them, authority is 
their badge to tell others what 
to do and how to do it. Au- 
thority is likened to the ability 
to influence others to get 
things done. 

Real authority 

As your bosses might tell 
you, every position in an or- 
ganization is usually vested 
with authority to perform or 
make decisions on certain 
matters affecting the job. 
Varying levels of positions 
have different levels of au- 
thority—as can be gleaned 
from company policies. But 
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in reality, no one is ever given 
completely clear and ample 
authority to take actions that 
are necessary to get the job 
done in all circumstances. 

Great leaders will tell you 
that the real authority does 
not come from the formal au- 
thority vested in a position 
You really don't have much 
leadership if the only reason 
that people follow you is be- 
cause of your position. More 
often, the real authority is 
earned over the years as one 
proves equal to the tasks he or 
she is given

Real authority comes with 
success in what one does. It 
also comes with the reputa- 
tion that one develops as he 
goes about doing his work 
and touching the lives of oth- 
ers. It is small wonder that an 
employee is considered an 
authority on "troubleshooting 
оп the line" even if he is not 
the top manufacturing or 
technical person. 
Better assumed than given 
A job description or com- 
pany policy cannot always 
anticipate or contemplate ev. 
егу possible circumstance in 


the operation of the company. 
It is, therefore, very seldom 
that a newly promoted man- 
ager or supervisor can get 
complete and accurate del- 
egation of authority. 

It is for this reason, there- 
fore, that authority is better 
assumed. As you perform 
your job as supervisor, you 
need to pursue the best inter- 
ests of the company. At 
times, your authority to per- 
form or make decisions will 
only be guided by what is in 
the best interest of your orga- 
nization. The more you take 
the initiative to make deci- 
sions for the best interest of 
the company, the greater the 
leeway you will be granted to 
take even greater initiative in 
your job. 

Delegating upwards 

Delegating upwards—i.e., 
to one’s boss—is a common 
mistake made by managers 
and supervisors when con- 
fronted with hazy situations 
involving authority. You 
can ask your boss once in a 
while when you doubt hav- 
ing the authority to make 
decisions on certain mat- 
ters. However, asking your 
boss to do what you are sup- 
posed to do will not speak 
well of your competence, 
leadership ability or mana- 
gerial potential. 


Most bosses appreciate 
knowing what's happenin, 
their subordinate's area, but 
the more effective ones man- 
age by exception. For the 
most part of your work, you 
should show more self-suffi- 
ciency, initiative and even 
risk-taking at times. It is defis 
nitely annoying for a boss to 
be doing the work of his sub- 
ordinate, especially if his sub- 
ordinate is a manager or a su- 
pervisor. 
Encroachment 

On the other hand, it is not 
good to usurp your boss’ au- 
thority or encroach on a terri- 
tory that is clearly his and his 
alone. For instance, company 
policy usually allows a super- 
visor to recommend approval 
of his subordinates’ leaves or 
salary increase. If your au- 
thority is limited to recom- 
mending, then just leave the 
approval up to your boss 
Unless the authority is del- 
egated to you, never encroach 
on areas that solely belong to 
your boss. 

Unpleasant surprises 

Bosses do not like unpleas- 
ant surprises. Keeping your 
boss informed about your ac- 
tions or decisions on 
nonroutine matters is always 
praiseworthy. But, you must. 
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‘I want to succeed as project manager!’

You may ask, can charisma be 
learned? 1 know many people 
who are very competent but do 
not seem to inspire and commu 
ate with people. While the 
overall notion is that a person is 
naturally charismatic or not, re- 
search has shown there are be- 
haviors that characterize chari 
matic people. Some of these are 
they smile а lot, they are deci- 
sive, enthusiastic, possess strong 
beliefs and ideas among others. 
Then, let us discuss the issue of 
motivation. What motivates 
people? A key factor is engage 
ment. Engagement comes from 
the ability of the leader to con- 
nect with the other person and 
kindle in him or her a great de- 
sire to make the vision a reality. 
Motivation also comes from con- 
stantly reminding people of the 
rationale and the spirit behind 
the project, celebrating success, 
measuring results frequently, 
continuous learning and getting 
an outsider to compliment the 
team 
Finally, on the importance of 
project communications.

ing as a way to begin a working day, because I know from 

experience that it really works. However you understand = 
the word “prayer” hardly matters. People call or see it in 
the form they consider most valid or heartfelt. The impor- 
tant thing is it begins your day—whether you repeat a 
mantra, pray the rosary, do transcendental meditation, go 
into centering prayer, or just sit half-awake in the silence— 
what matters most is, as Jesus in today's Gospel, we make 
praying our number one "activity" in our to-do list. 

We do not have to take it that literally—as in taking off 
for a deserted place in order to pray at dawn (although it 
would be really nice if we can). “Early before dawn” is any- 
time a few minutes earlier than the household wakes up. If 
we don't live anywhere near a deserted place, we can have 
the desert come to us, so to speak. We can "leave" and "go 
off" to that "deserted place" inside of us where we are 
joined by no one but our shadow; we can then put aside all 
other concerns in order to be empty, like a desert, so that 
we can be filled with power from a Source that’s greater 
than us. 

When we do this regularly, we get to be more confident 
and poised, calm in the face of crisis, unperturbed when 
everybody else around us is panicking. What makes the 
difference is our act or movement of disposing ourselves to 
meet God in order that we may proceed to face the rest of 
the day with our best foot forward.

'ORKING SOUL WHAT GETS US PREOCUPPIED AS WE RISE UP EARLY IN 
the morning, or as we recover consciousness from sleep is 
normally something very important to us. Some would im 
mediately worry about their work or job first thing in the 
morning. They would line up the "things to do" for the day, 
and would plan in detail how to accomplish them. They get 
зо focused on their work early in the morning that they 
would sometimes fail to notice and greet people around 
them. They get so work-oriented and centered, making 
work as the first thing they have to do first, that they would 
miss relating with their loved ones and even with the God 
who has given them life, strength and ability to work. 

Jesus in today's Gospel shows us what is the right under- 
standing of “first things first"—that which acknowledges 
God as the "first," the source of everything, and that giving 
Him the first actions of the day is in order.

HE FIRST Sunkist orange that she ever 
sted, she found at the garbage dump. At 
‘the very young age of five she was already 
‘hawking fish. Buyers would say, “Dance, little 
dance, and we'll buy what you sell." She 
wouid oblige, sell, and move on, the basket of 
fish on her head and fishy water streaming 
down her neck and shoulders. 

The dump and the streets could not even 
be her playground, as there was no time for 
play. It was where she clawed her way to sur- 
vive. That landscape haunts her to this day, as 
do the sounds, the slights, and most of all, the 
filthy smell of her lost childhood. 

Cecilia Flores-Oebanda, 47, looks back and 
declares that her family was among the poor- 
est of the poor. If her life were a movie, it 
would start off as a four-hanky melodrama 
progressing at a Brocka-esque pace toward a 
defiant denouement. 

It’s been a long and winding road from 
there to here. 

Two months ago, on Nov. 29, Cecil, exec- 
utive director of the Visayan Forum Foun- 
dation (VF), received the 2005 Anti-Sla 
мегу Award in London “for her outstand- 

35" ing and innovative work in the Philippines 
;j and surrounding region, particularly in the 

Î area of child domestic work.” 
The award, conferred yearly since 1991 by 
@ che London-based Anti-Slavery Internation- 
al, is meant “to draw attention to the con- 
inuing problem of slavery in the world to- 
day and to provide recognition for long- 
term, courageous campaigning by organiza- 
tions or individuals in the countries most 
affected.” To page2

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Although there was no cash that went with the medal, 
the publicity (a recent BBC documentary on her life and 
work among them) was expected to generate support 
for the awardee's concerns. 

J.K. Rowling of “Harry Potter” fame parted with 
50,000 pounds (P4.6 million) for Visayan Forum. Cecil's 
only regret is that there is no photograph of her meeting 
the famous English author who was catapulted to fame 
and fortune by her blockbuster fantasy books tumes 
to blockbuster films. 

Cecil is the second and eldest girl in a brood of 12. Her 
father, who couldn’t read and write, tried to make both 
ends meet by fishing, carrying loads, and doing odd 
jobs. Her mother, a one-time radio drama talent, had her 
hands full raising the dozen. 

Cecil spent her childhood in a semi-urban, semi-ru- 
ral section of Bacolod City in Negros Occidental. “We 
lived near the garbage dump,” Cecil recalls. She dug 
foriron scraps and anything that could be sold to post- 
pone her family’s hunger. “The hardship, desperation 
and helplessness fueled in me the realization that that 
was not the life I wanted for myself or my children,” 
Cecil muses. 

Pretty and tough 

But as in real life, the world of the oppressed and the 
poor is not made up entirely of villains. In elementary 
school, Cecil had teachers who took interest in her wel- 
fare and her skills. Knowing that Cecil often went to 
school hungry, teachers would sometimes give her food. 
They also encouraged Cecil's potentials. 

‘Teenage life was a different ball game. Fair of skin and 
blessed with a pretty face, Cecil had her share of reluc- 
tant admirers, They would quip, “Guapa tani pero baho.” 
(Pretty but smelly) Cecil would feign toughness, but 
how she hurt inside. She concentrated on making good 
school projects and excelled in sports. Swimming 
earned her a slot in the provincial high school, and later, 
in college. 

For her accounting course, Cecil went to the Colegio de 
San Agustin in Bacolod City as a sports scholar. She was a 
student activist and a catechist in her parish at the same 
time. “My mother knew about my activities, but she 
thought everything was church-related,” Cecil relates. 
One day, a brother found a copy of Mao's * Red Book” 
among Cecil's things and told their father about it 

“My father slapped me,” Cecil says. But she stood her 
ground and gave him a lecture about struggle and soci- 
etal change. Her father, unschooled and unread, lis- 
tened intently. 

A military crackdown on activists in 1977 sent Cecil 
packing, She quit school and found herself in Negros’ so- 
called CHICKS area, site of frequent clashes between the 
military and the communist rebels. 

Cecil was soon absorbed into an armed communist 
unit and swore allegiance to the hammer and-sickle. 
Did she have to give up her Christian faith? "No." the 
former catechist protests. “That, no one could make me 
do.” 

Cecil stayed for a while with the little-known Maghat 
tribe and learned their ways. “The Maghat women 
worked while the men just stayed at home,” she remem- 
bers. Cecil also worked in “red” expansion areas in log- 
ging sites, Her presence, she says, was not obvious, be- 
cause she didn’t look like she could carry firearms and 
ammunition. 

But oh, she could. Cecil shows a lumpy muscle on her 
shoulder, proof of the heavy firearms she had on her 
shoulder for years. 

Revolution and romance 

Romance didn’t have to take a backseat to the revo- 
lution. Cecil met and married her husband in the armed 
movement, They were both only in their late teens. After 
eldest son Eric was born in the hills, Cecil started to feel 
the burden of her duties as a cadre and mother. “The ba- 
by was slung in front of me, I had a carbine in one hand 
and a kettle in the other.” Soon Eric had to be left in the 
care of in-laws. Cecil cried her heart out for a whole 
month after that. 

When her mother died in 1980, Cecil came down dis- 
guised as a student. "I had a .45 with me. My siblings 
waited for me somewhere, only to tell me that they had 
buried her” The sky caved in and Cecil let out a primal 
scream. 

Back in the hills, Cecil became the wanted and elusive 
Commander Liway, whose true identity the military did 
not know. Cecil was heavy with her second child when 
her unit clashed with pursuing military troops. “Some 
were able to retreat uphill,” she recalls. But she was

trapped in a foxhole with an aide for 
hours and couldn't make a retreat. 

“ could feel the bullets whizzing 
past me. I talked to the baby in my 
womb. Child, I said, I guess this is it. 
Berto, my aide, never left my side and 
tried to protect me. But a grenade 
launcher got him. 1 saw blood oozing 
from his mouth. All I could do was hold 
his hand until he breathed his last.” Ce 
cil had a split second to decide. 

“This is Commander Liway" Cecil 
shouted. "Hold your fire, 1 am coming 
ош!” The soldiers surrounded Cecil 
and the other rebels, among them her 
husband and her own young recruits. 
Two of the recuits were shot. Cecil still 
shudders and becomes emotional 
when she remembers that moment. 

Cecil, her husband and the other 
captives were flown to Camp Delgado 
in Пойо where "Commander Liway" fi- 
nally declared her true identity. A week 
after her capture, Cecil gave birth to 
second son Kip (for dakip or capture) 
Four years in prison produced a third 
child. Daughter Malaya (for freedom) 
became the poster baby for her parents’ 
appeal for freedom. 

Cecil and her husband were among 
the first who were released soon after 
the 1986 Edsa revolt that toppled a long- 
staying dictator and raised Corazon C. 
Aquino to the presidency. The couple's 
newfound liberty brought forth a fourth 
child, Ani (for harvest), but by then 
cracks in the marriage had started to 
show. The union was not meant to last. 

Cecil's own children did not have to 
endure what their mother did. They 
went to very good universities in Mani- 
la, thanks partly to Cecil's siblings, who 
all struggled and made good. 

Away to serve 

It was during the early post-Marcos 
days that the Visayan Forum began. Ce- 
cil had decided she was not taking the 
road back to the communist movement

and was in search of a way to serve. 

In Manila, concerned citizens with 
Visayan roots, Cecil among them, de- 
cided to come together to stay up to 
date and get mobilized for worthwhile 
causes. The weekly gatherings generat- 
ed energy, and when the 1991 Ormoc, 
Leyte tragedy (flood and mudslides 
chat killed more than 10,000) hap- 
pened, VF moved to do its share. 

Visayas being a main source of 
young migrant workers recruited for 
domestic work, VF decided to address 
the issues afflicting this group. Says Ce- 
cil: “Then ILO-based Thetis Mangahas, 
national coordinator for the elimina- 
tion of child labor in the Philippines, 
opened the horizon for us.” Child do- 
mestic workers (CDW) were then be- 
coming a hot issue, not just in the 
Philippines but in the rest of Asia. 

In 1991 VF took the lead in the glob- 
al march of children that pushed for

made immaculate, and relatives

vention on child labor. Cecil is also the 
Southeast Asian regional coordinator 
of the movement. 

Invisible workers 

"They are the invisible workers, Cecil 
says of the CDW. “Many of them are 
trafficked and sold into abusive situa- 
tions. They have to pay their parents’ 
debts, pay unreasonable recruitment 
fees, Many endure tremendous physi- 
cal abuse.” 

Cecile tells about a rescued girl who 
died in a VF center after her employer 
made her drink the acid used for un- 
clogging toilets. A CDW was made to 
drink bleaching fluid whenever she 
failed to finish the laundry. Cecile has 
met domestic workers who've been 
burned with flat irons or cigarettes. 
Such stories are not just from hostile 
climes abroad, they are also straight 
out of the home country. No CDWs be- 
low 14, Cecil stresses. Persons aged 18 
and below are considered minors. 

VF maintains several homes away 
from home for CDWs in distress as well 
as centers in port areas. Part of VF's 
work is monitoring ships that might 
come in with loads of CDWs. Right 
now, VF's urgent concern is the passage 
of the “Magna Carta for the Kasamba- 
hay" (Senate Bill 1772) that would en- 
sure the protection of the rights of 
those who are employed in homes, es- 
pecially CDWs. 

From the garbage dump to the jun- 
gle and now the domestic front, Cecilia 
Flores-Oebanda has come a long way, 
and continues to wage a war against 
the enslavement wrought by poverty.

ER showbiz name belies the rather sordid 
details that encumbered her long hard climb 
to the top of the local music business. 

But although her life could very well be the 
stuff of gritty telenovelas, Dulce says she har- 
bors no rancor against the people who took 
advantage of the naive probinsyana that she 
was in the late 1970s, when she ran away from 


home to seek a better future in Manila. 

“We were very poor,” says Dulce, the sixth of eight 
siblings born to a construction worker and his dress- 
maker wife. “My mother was unschooled and didn't 
think education was that important. She said we'd just 
get married early anyway,” she reveals. And in fact, 
most of her siblings did, with only Dulce making it all 
the way to Grade 6. She wanted so much to get some 
learning that she'd clamber over the school's perimeter 
fence and eavesdrop at the nearby classrooms, she re- 
counts, “I couldn't enroll even in public schools be- 
cause Pd need some uniforms and school supplies. 
Where would I get the money?” Her perseverance 
touched the teachers, who allowed her to stay on her 
precarious perch. 

Born Maria Teresa Magdalena Llamedo in 1961, 
Dulce grew up listening to her parents sing away their 
blues. Music became her salvation as well when гей 
um set in while she did her house chores in Cebu. 
Dulce would hie off to neighboring town fiestas to win 
а few centavos, food stuff or a bottle of Tanduay in 
singing contests and peryahan. The amateur shows 
proved to be good practice, because many years later, 
she would go on to win the grand prize at the 1979 
Fourth Asian Singing Competition in Hong Kong and 
the Asia-Pacific Singing Contest in 1988. 

Heavily conflicted 

But back in those lean days, the songs were just a 
welcome distraction and source of attention. “It was 
only through my singing that I'd get approval,” she 
says candidly, adding that she and her mother didn't 
quite get along at that time. “I guess she was heavily 
conflicted,” muses Dulce. “While she approved of my 
singing, she was not very supportive. I had to ask other 
people for fare money to go to those amateur shows. 
Maybe my mother feared that, being uneducated, Td 
only be taken advantage of and become frustrated in 
the long run. She didn't even want me to shake hands 
and get comfortable with other people.” 

But the girl was stubborn and resourceful. Although 
the household didn’t own a radio, Dulce knew that a 
worker from a rattan factory nearby regularly passed 
their house on his way home for lunch everyday, and 
that he'd be lugging a radio that went full blast with 
the latest hit songs of the day. The nine-year-old girl 
would wait and listen in rapture to the songs, trying to 
memorize the lyrics as she heard them. 

"One time I heard my favorite song, ‘So Lucky In My 
Life, on his radio, and I just went crazy. I had to get the 
lyrics, I said to myself. I grabbed a pencil and some pa- 
per and immediately followed him, writing down the 
lyrics as fast as I could. But I didn't know English that 
well and it was slow going. Meanwhile, he was walk- 
ing fast and was about to climb a steep hill, so I called 
out, mama (sir), can you slow down a bit? I just need 
to get the lyrics of the song. And he did.” 

Her mother, recalls Dulce, was not аз flexible, and 
soon, the conflict between them led the mutinous girl 
to pack her bags and leave for Manila “I had started 
singing in a Cebu nightclub when I was 12 for PS a 
night,” she recounts. “Id use papel de japon to stain my 
cheeks red and draw my eyebrows with Mongol. " 
Looking very grown up, she soon caught the eye of a 
married man. “My mother chased him with a pair of 
scissors,” she says, laughing. 

Dulce was barely 13 when she auditioned for Tawag 
ng Tanghalan and became a finalist. “I didn’t win buta 
talent scout for Opera House brought me to Romulus’ 
Club in Roxas Blvd. where 1 began singing for P30 a 
night.” With no relatives in Manila, she turned for help 
to the married man enamored with her. "He intro- 
duced me to this family in Quezon City who owned a 
warehouse of books, and there I slept, with books as 
pillows and companions.” 

Soon enough, the married Lothario was offering the 
young girl the moon if she lived with him, but the 
feisty probinsyana wouldn't bite, preferring to earn a 
living singing in a club-restaurant owned by a contro- 
versial public official. He was not as honorable, how- 
ever. “He raped me,” Dulce would say of the club own- 
ег. She was only 14 then and knew nobody in the big 
city, so she kept quiet. 

Grand prize 

Her stint at the supper club did not go unnoticed, 
however. It was there that Dulce was discovered by 
composer George Canseco, who got her to sing the 
theme song for Lorna Tolentino's movie, "Dulce Amor,” 
which also inspired her showbiz name. Then an exec- 
utive for Blackgold Records, Canseco also had the Ce- 
buana interpret his entry to the 1978 Metro Pop Music 
Festival, ‘Ako ang Nasawi, Ako ang Nagwagi.” Although 
the song did not win, the singer was chosen го repre- 
sent the country at the Fourth Asian Singing Compe- 
tition where, to her own surprise, she won the grand 
prize. 

Becoming a recording artist next would have been a 
cinch, had her nose not gotten in the way. 

“This top recording official brought me to a cosmetic 
surgeon for a nose job without even telling me or ask- 
ing my permission. I felt so offended I walked out,” re- 
counts the buxom singer. She had wanted to prove that 
she could make it on her own terms, adds Dulce, and 
had hoped that her lung power would more than make

up for her lack of comely attributes. “1 
made a stand: I will not have anything 
about my body or ту looks changed.

When she was 10, tabloid 
showbiz reporter Justo C. Justo had a 
show on GMA-TV where she present- 
ed herself for guesting.

"I waited for 
him to take his lunch break and got 
these three combacheros in the studio 
to accompany me while I sang "Trea- 
surers of Your Love' by Florence 
Aguilar to him. Welll Right then and 
there, he made me a regular at his 
show for P1 every Saturday"

Sheer talent 

Sheer talent also saw the singer 
through, despite the unofficial ban im- 
posed on her by the vexed recording 
executive. By this time in 1980, Dulce 
had joined the government's “Balik- 
Saya” musical caravan to the US and 
Canada and was making a good living 
by singing the theme songs of local 
movies. Unfortunately, she had signed 
a five-year contract with the recording 
company, so Mr. Recording Executive 
made every effort to block other deals 
that she might have made on her 
own. 

“They hated me,” she says of several 
recording executives. “Rebelde daw 
ako (they said I was too rebellious)." 

Being naive, trusting and, as she de- 
scribes it, “uneducated,” Dulce was 
easy prey to other recording officials, 
one of whom raped her when she 
hitched a ride in his car. “Nag biglang 
liko na lang siya (he just suddenly 
turned the car in a motel driveway)" 
she recounts. Years later, he would ask 
her forgiveness and, being a renewed. 
Christian by then, she forgave him. 
Still, Duice couldn't resist adding with 
a grimace, "Hah, nag-I love you pa siya 
afterwards!" 

Deep cracks 

Goaded on by her early misfortunes, 
Dulce tried even harder to make it in 
the local music industry, finally mak- 
ing it as a successful recording star 
with such hits as “Paano,” “Maalaala 
Мо Kaya” and “Memory.” By then, too, 
she had gotten married to her long- 
time manager, a '705 singing star and 
contemporary of "D'Sensations" love 
team Vilma Santos and Bobot Mortiz. 
"Their union produced three children, 
now aged 24, 18 and 13, and an osten- 
sibly happy relationship. 

It was only much later when Dulce 
would reveal the deep cracks in her 
marriage, confessing that she was in 
an abusive relationship and had to 
support the family by her lonesome. 
The final break came when her moth- 
er got sick “and he would not let me 
bring her to the hospital" she re- 
veals. 

After that, everything turned grey, 
Dulce adds, and she got involved and 
lived in with another man. “I thought, 
since I've gotten wet, 1 might as well 
go swimming,” They had a little girl 
whom she had to leave with him in 
Germany for two years while she went 
home and fixed her papers. 

For the past five years, her husband 
had refused to cooperate with her 
lawyer when she filed an annulment 
case, says Dulce. “Then suddenly, last 
December, everything just fell into 
place and he finally agreed to let me 
go.” Of course, she adds, she's still 
supporting him, “He still lives in our 
house with the children,” she com- 
plains, 

But Dulce’s not one to quibble, espe- 
cially now that happiness is within 
reach. She and her partner Bernard 
hope to get married this year and start 
anew as a legal couple. There's much 
to celebrate, she says, despite the 
tough times she has had to go 
through. "There's a reason God allows 
us to undergo hardships,” says Dulce 
They are what makes life sweeter, she 
adds.

Colorful year 

This has proven to be a really color- 
ful year for me, in more ways than one.

My precious, precious 
custom-made titanium bike was stolen 
at a very crucial period in my prepara- 
tion, and at different points during my 
training I had to ride my teammate's 
bike when he wasn't using it, a really 
heavy cruiser, a BMX bike and an old 
seven speed racer, until finally got my 
Vellum road bike right before my main 
race. 

Too many times we found ourselves 
n strange and uncomfortable situa- 
tions, like locking ourselves out of the 


house and climbing over the balcony so 
we wouldn't miss a workout, living like 
sardines in a box without proper food 
for two months, often pissing off our 
coach because of our stupidity, always 
running out of money, heck, how 1 
could go on! 

I had a couple of rough training 
patches due to injury and some pretty 
breakthrough performances. 1 crashed 
big time going down a slope in the rain, 
and I will always have an ugly mark on 
my face to remember it by. 1 have had a 
lot of good times and countless petty 
fights (which sometimes ended up in 
brawls) with my teammates, whom 
Tve had to contend with for the past 
couple of months, and whom 1 adore. 1 
found out who my true friends were. I 
met new people and experienced new 
places. I acquired new knowledge and 
imparted what little I knew to others. 

Looking back, it was one big roller- 
coaster ride. Throughout this whole 
thing, though, I did feel loved. I have 
been the beneficiary of numerous kind 
and selfless souls who have shared 
themselves with me willingly, and be- 
cause of this I feel like I have, indeed, 
emerged a winner. And for the first 
time since I started competing, my 
family came out and watched me. 
Maybe they all sensed that they were 
going to be part of something big.

Theo, a 
sportswriter, pointed out to me that it 
was my prize, too. (Team Philippines 
was also the unanimous choice of the IN- 
quineR editors as their Filipino of the 
Year: -Ed)

‘Truth be told, I don't feel like I have 
anything to be ashamed of, even if I 
don't have hardware of any color to 
show for it, Someone wise reminded 
me of a line in the movie "A Few Good 
Men," which says that you don't need 
to have a medal to have honor, and al- 
though it took me awhile to accept this, 
1do agree.

К Fr. Gnalian is no ordinary doctor, but a practitioner of the ancient 
‘healing system known as Ayurveda. 

‘The Catholic priest and Ayurvedic doctor has been practicing in the 
Philippines for the past four years. Through the use of Ayurvedic 
medicines, diet, exercise, and lifestyle changes, he says that difficult ill- 
nesses like diabetes, asthma, arthritis and hypertension can be cured.

‘both his mother and her father had a special talent in medicine. “They 


| Fr. Gnalian was born in Kerala, India in the 1940s. According to him, 
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is. shave secret herbal medicines, and it's part of Ayurveda but not the clas- 
sic Ayurveda,” Рт. Gnalian explains. “My mother can cure hepatitis in 
three days, and my grandfather can heal, different ailments like 
wounds and poisoning." They got their healing knowledge from their 
ancestors, who passed it on to them, just as it was conveyed to them by 
their ascendants. 
Needed expertise 

“I was interested from the very beginning because I saw all that,” he 
explains. He saw, for instance, how his grandfather healed bad cases of 
burning. Today, Fr. Gnalian's relatives are his patients, too. "My mother 
is taking my prescribed medicines, and my brother-in-law, who is high- 
ly diabetic, has been taking my prescription for four years, and now he 
is okay” 

When Fr. Gnalian goes on one of his yearly trips to India, he makes 
his diagnoses and prescriptions for family members who need his ex- 
pertise. His siblings, three boys and three girls, two of whom are now 
religious sisters, are all based in India. 

Gnalian's birthplace of Kerala is a southern state in India considered 
to be the center of Ayurveda, a 5,000-year-old Vedic healing system. 

“Kerala is the strongest Christian community in the world,” he says. 
“One of Christ’s apostles, St. Thomas, went to India in 52 A. D. and 
started preaching the Christian message in South India, particularly in 
Kerala.” St. Thomas supposedly established seven churches and com- 
munities there, which allowed the Christian faith to flourish. 

Since his elementary days, Fr. Gnalian had felt the desire to “serve 
the people.” “That is my mission,” he says. Priesthood naturally came 
next, since for him it was the best way to fulfill his mission. 

In the seminary, Fr. Gnalian thoroughly studied the scripture and the 
mission of Christ. "While studying the scripture, 1 learned that the mis- 
sion of Christ is healing—he didn’t spend much time in the temple, he 
was always with the people, preaching to them and performing holistic 
healing.” Christ healed the people of their physical, mental and spir- 
itual afflictions. Likewise, the Ayurvedic approach is not limited to 
looking at the symptom of the patient, “but looking at the patient as a 
whole, to see the cause of the problem.” 

Priest and doctor 

Fr. Gnalian's acharya (guru) was a Carmelite brother and doctor of 
‘Ayurveda. When Fr. Gnalian was assigned to the brother’s hospital for 
his pastoral experience, he got interested in the study, and began to 
learn from him, “I was under an acharya when I was in the seminary, 
and I earned Ayurveda as I studied for the priesthood,” Fr. Gnalian re- 
counts.

When he finished his studies, he be- 
gan practicing Ayurveda. He was or- 
dained a Catholic priest in 1971 by His 
Eminence Joseph Cardinal Parecatil, 
Archbishop of Ernaculam, Kerala. As а 
priest and doctor, he would say Mass at 
the church, then see his patients after- 
wards. He did this for about 14 years, 
until he moved to the Philippines in 
1984 for pastoral work and for higher 
studies in philosophy and theology. 

He was requested to come on a mis- 
sion by the bishop of San Pablo. While in 
San Pablo, he pursued and completed ап 
MA degree in Oriental religions and cul- 
tures at the University of Santo Tomas. 
He remembers, “1 came to San Pablo to 
do parish work їп the diocese of Laguna; 
but when the mission was over, I felt that 
it was not complete, so now I do this,” he 
says with a smile. He completed his doc- 
torate thesis in Vedic Philosophy, the root 
of Ayurveda, also at UST, while serving as 
the chaplain of various poor communi- 
ties in Metro Manila. 

Driven by his sincere desire to help. 
people, Fr. Gnalian started the Mission- 
aries of the East in the Philippines. He. 
was a member of Missionaries of the 
East in India. It is a religious organiza- 
tion that aims "to continue Christ's mis- 
sion in fullness, that is, to heal the peo- 
ple through a holistic healing process." 
The local organization currently has 
priests and laymen members. 

Unusual clinic hours 

In 2001, he established the Sandhi 
Ayurveda Clinic in Mandaluyong City, 
with the help of his good friend, the late 
Rudy dela Rama. Sandhi is a research 
center and health care facility that "of- 
fers cure for diseases for which conven- 
tional medicine has no effective remedy" 
Sandhi aims "to provide a healthcare 
program for those who cannot afford 
other forms of medical treatment due to 
their high cost.” Fr. Gnalian spends most 
of his time in the clinic, seeing patients 
for “as long as they are here,” he says, re- 
ferring to the absence of usual clinic 
hours followed by other doctors. 

The Sandhi Ayurveda Clinic 
brochure states that from the time the 
clinic opened in 2001, “many patients 
have been treated for numerous dis- 
eases—arthritis, asthma, diabetes, pso- 
riasis, eczema and other skin problems, 
stone in the kidney, dysmenorrhea, eye 
problems, sinusitis, migraine, hyper- 
tension, gastric ulcer and liver disor- 
ders; there has been no report of any 
side effect or complaints.” 

The Ayurvedic medicines he dispens- 
es are produced by reputed companies 
in India, patented and registered with 
the Government of India. Fr. Gnalian's 
Missionaries of the East obtains them di- 
rectly from the producers. Patients can’t 
get the medicines anywhere else in the 
country, they are only available at the 
Sandhi Ayurveda Clinic. “In India, 1 just 
preseribe the medicines and the patients 
can buy them outside because they are 
available,” he says, "But here, I have to 
give the medicines myself because they 
are not available anywhere else,” 

Getting the required clearances from 


Department of Health (DOH) and Bu- 
reau of Food and Drugs (BFAD) was not 
ап easy process for Fr. Gnalian. “But 
they have approved my proposal and 1 
was eventually asked by DOH to start 
Ayurveda here,” he says. “I now have a 
clearance from BFAD to import more 
than 100 kinds of medicines in bulk, and 
I have clearance to dispense the 
medicines.” These medicines have been 
available in the Philippines since 2001 

In 2002, Fr. Gnalian was invited as 
опе of the lecturers in the World 
Ayurveda Congress in Cochin, India. He 
was the delegate from the Philippines 
in the same congress. 

Finding harmony 

Ayurveda has not become that popu- 
lar among Filipinos, Fr. Gnalian says, 
because of the mindset that healing is 
dependent only upon the medicine and 
the doctor, with the patient doing very 
little work. 

With Ayurveda, the patient is active 
in the healing process, and is responsi- 
ble for his own healing, “When you are 
sick, it is because of a disorder in the 
harmony of the body, mind and spirit. 
The patient needs to cooperate before 
the healing power will work. You can’t 
be passive because you are important 
here—you must be active in eating, 
proper exercise, and in taking your 
medicine.” 

This way, the immune system be- 
comes stronger and the person can be 
healed properly. “The difference be- 
tween Western medicine and Ayurveda 
is that Western medicine treats symp- 
toms, while Ayurveda treats the cause.” 

Healing the body also means healing 
the spiritual or mental aspect of the 
person, as well, As with Christianity, 
faith is an important factor in Ayurve- 
da. “You need faith in God, faith in 
yourself, and faith in your medicine.” 

Financial support 

Fr, Gnalian has been doing his mis- 
sionary work practically on his own. “In 
the beginning, I was told that there will 
be financial support from the govern- 
ment," he says. But nothing came his 
way. It's a good thing that the Indian 
community, and the Indian ambassador 
in particular, recognizes his endeavors. 
Individuals whom he had helped in the 
past have also extended some form of 
support to the cause, providing, for in- 
stance, a venue for the Ayurveda Well- 
ness Weekends he conducts. 

Aside from serving as his clinic, the 
center in Mandaluyong is also a venue 
for yoga sessions and rejuvenating ther- 
apies, and a place of counseling for well- 
ness and healthy food management, 
and even Ayurvedic treatment for the 
HIV virus. 

The secret, according to this priest- 
doctor, is to "go back to nature—thar is 
the meaning of Ayurveda." Fr. Gnalian 
advises the sick to follow the law of na- 
ture. “When you change your way of 
life, then you will be healthy"

HE has the fighting heart of a true cham- 
pion; a trait that her son, boxing sensation 
Manny Pacquiao, apparently inherited. But 
while her son had to contend with setbacks 
in the boxing ring, Dionisia Dapigran Pac- 
quiao has also proven herself a hardy sur- 
vivor of life's cruel blows. 

Thrice abandoned by the men she 
loved—first by her father, then by her first 
and second husbands—she had to support 
six children by herself. But Dionisia, 56, says 
she has no regrets. Her patience, tenacity 
and faith were well-rewarded in the end. As 
the mother of the wealthiest and most ac- 
complished Filipino boxer, what more could 
she ask? 

They were still young when her father 
walked out of their life, recounts Dionisia. 
Her mother, Cristina Mejia Dapigran, had 
to single-handedly provide for the needs of 
her nine children. The third in the brood, 
Dionisia says that it was her mother who in- 
stilled in her the values of hard work, for- 
titude and faith in God, qualities which be- 
came handy when she herself became a sin- 


gle parent. 

She was pregnant with her second child when 
her first husband, Alfonso Silvestre, left her for an- 
other woman, she reveals. To support their two 
children, Liza, now 36, and Domingo, now 34, she 
made doughnuts and native delicacies and sold 
them in the neighborhood. They stayed with her 
mother in Barangay Tango, Glan, Sarangani 
Province. 

For four years, Dionisia waited for her first hus- 
band to come home. Finally, she decided to marry 
again. She wanted not just someone to share life 
with, but to have more children. “If I had not re- 
married, there would have been no Manny Pac- 
quiao today,” she says in jest. 

Greener pastures 

In 1975, she met Rosalio Pacquiao, with whom 
she had four children—isidra, Manny, Bobby and 
Rogelio, In search of greener pastures, the family 
moved from Sarangani Province to Labangal vil- 
lage in беп. Santos City. 

Rosalio worked as laborer at the city public mar-

ket while she stayed home taking care 
of their children, recounts Dionisia. 
Their income was hardly enough to 
meet their needs, she adds, so her hus- 
band decided to go to Tampakan town 
in South Cotabato to look for other 
ways to earn a living. He tried farming, 
staying for days in Tampakan to work 
the fields. Soon, he was staying away 
for longer periods. He must be very 
busy, his wife had thought, until she 
learned that her husband was living 
with another woman. Dionisia was 
shocked, and initially didn't want to let 
him go. They had shared a common 
bed for almost two decades, after all. 
But for the sake of their children, she 
willed herself to move on. She started 
baking native delicacies again and 
worked in a factory. 

By this time, Manny was already an 
amateur boxer who would regularly 
send money from Manila, Dionisia re- 
calls. His two younger siblings, Bobby, 
now also a professional boxer, and Ro- 
gelio, the youngest, sold cellophane 
bags at the public marker to help out. 

Sustained by faith 

Aside from her children, prayers pro- 
vided her strong support, says Dionisia. 
She drew strength and courage from 
constant praying, she adds, a reason 
why all her children, especially Manny, 
grew up devout Catholics who pray be- 
fore retiring to bed and upon waking

up. At a time when they had almost 
nothing, it was their faith that sus- 
tained them, she says. 

In contrast, they seem to have every- 
thing these days. After her son became 
a world boxing champion, life changed 
dramatically for Dionisia and her chil- 
dren. She now lives in a two-bedroom 
house just walking a distance away 
from "Manny's plush residence. He had 
given her not just a house and lot, but 
also monthly support and enough cash 
for her ulcer and heart medication. No 
longer does she have to peddle native 
cakes in the neighborhood. These days, 
Dionisia stays home and spends most of 
her time enjoying the videoke, watch- 
ing movies and reliving the glory of her 
son's wins on DVD. 

The Filipino ring icon has also given 
a house and lot to his sisters Liza and 
Isidra, and bought a tricycle for his el- 
der brother Domingo. It was Manny 
who supported the schooling of his 
youngest brother Rogelio, who is now 
fà working abroad.

training secret when he was just start- 
ing. He knew it would break his moth- 
er's heart just thinking how he could 
get hurt in the ring. 

Anxious mother 

Dionisia understands how powerless 
parental desires can be, but there's 
nothing she can do about it now. Man- 
пуз passion has always been boxing. 
All she can do is give him moral sup- 
port and pray for his son's safety every 
time he climbs the ring. She can’t even 
watch his fights live. All that anxiety 
and excitement is bad for her heart. So 
while people around the world grip the 
edge of their seats as they watch her 
son fight, Dionisia is in her room, 
kneeling before the altar and imploring 
God’s help to protect her son from 
harm. 

During last Sunday's rematch be- 
tween Manny and Mexican boxing leg- 
end Erik Morales, this anxious mother 
collapsed after a naughty Pacquiao fan 
told her that the Mexican fighter had 
been knocked out in the first round, It 
turned out to be a bum steer. 

The Pacquiao-Morales rematch, also 
dubbed "The Battle," sew the virtual re- 
union of the Pacquiao clan. Kith and 
kin, including neighbors, trooped to 
Manny's residence to watch the fight. 
Manny's father Rosalio was also there 
to cheer. But the estranged couple did 
not sleep in the same room that night. 
Dionisia went home that same evening 
and left her husband in Manny's 
house. 

‘Though there were brief instances 
when Dionisia and Rosalio were shown 
hugging each other on television, she 
clarifies that there's no talk of possible 
reconciliation between them. Unless, 
she adds, Rosalio decides once and for 
all to leave his other woman and return
